| N the 4th of March, the Commons in a 
wx |' Committee of the whole Houfe, cori- 
He fider'd further of the Supply, and came to 
| toa Refolution, which being on Thurf= 
Pry day the sth, reported by Mr. Farrer, 
i was agreed to, as follows, viz. That 
C ~-~".. his Majefty be enabled to grant fuch Re- 
lief as his Majefty in his great Goodnefs fhal! think 
fit, to Robert Daiziell, late Earl of Carniwarth, out of 
the Monevs arifen or to arife by Sale of the Eftate by 
him forfeited for the Ufe of the Publick, for the Pay- 
waent of his Debts, ard for the Support and Maintée 
hancé of himfelf and Family; fubje€t to a proportion- 
able Part of the Demands of fuch Creditors, whofe 
Claims have been allow’d upon, and do affeé&t the faid 
Eftate in the fame Manner as if the faid Stim had been 
paid into the Exchequer of Scotland: Hereupon a Mo- 
tion was made, that this Houfe would not receive any 
further Petitions from any Perfon whatfoever, touching 
the Eftates forfeited in the Iuté Rebellion, and granted 
by his Majefty to the Publick; but the Queition being 
put thereupon, it was carry’d in the Negative: The 
ame Day, an ingrofe’d Bill for punishing Mutiny and De- 
beens Aa [ertion, 
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fertion, &c. was read the third Time, pafs’d, and fent 
up to the Lords. 

On the 6th, Mr. Farrer reported to the Houfe the A. 
mendments made, in the grand Committee, to the Malt. 
Bill, which being agreed to, the faid Bill was order’d 
to be ingrofs’d. Then the Houfe proceeded to take into 
Confideration the Report from the Committee of the 
whole Houfe, about the Bill to explain and amend 
the Swearing A&: Anda Claufe being offer’d to be 
added to the Biil, relating to Papifts regiftering Leafes 
of their Eftates, a Debate arofe thereupon, which was 
adjourn’d to the next Morning. 

Accordingly, on Saturday the 7th, the Houfe re. 
fum’d the faid Debate, and the faid Claufe being read 
a fecond Time, was order’d to be made Part of the Bill, 
which,with other Amendments made thereto, was order’é 
to be ingrofs’d. 








On Monday the oth, an ingrofs’d Bill for continuing ~ 


the Duties on Malt, &c. was read the third Time, prfs'd 
and fent up to the Lords: After which, feveral Ac- 
courts from the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms were pre- 
fented to the Houfe. 

March to. Mr. Farrer prefented to the Houfe a Bill, 
relating to. the Duties on Coffee, Tea, Cocoa-Nuts, &. 
which was read the firft, and order’d to be read a fecond 
Time. Then Mr. Plomer reported the Amendments 
made in a Committee, tothe Bill for the ‘better viewing, 
Searching, and examining of all Drugs, &c. which, with 
other Amendments were agreed to, and the faid Bill or- 
der’d to be ingrofs’d. 

On the ith, the ingrofs’d Bill for explaining and 
amending the Swearing Aét of the laft Seflion of Parlia- 
ment, wes read the third Time,(and with an Amendment 
made thereto) pafs’d, and fent up to the Lords. 

March 12. Mr. Tudor, from the Commifkoners of Cu- 
ftoms and Excife in Scotland, prefented to the Commons 
feveral. Accounts of the grofs and neat Produce of the 
Cuftoms. and .Excife there; and after the difpatching of 
fome private Bufinefs, the Call of the Houfe was fur- 
ther adjourn’d to the Tuefday fev’nnight, the 24th of 
that Month. 

On Friday the 13th, the ingrofs’d Bill for the better 
views ng, fearching, and examining of all Drugs, &c. was 
read the third Time, pafs’d, and fent up to the Lorde ; 
after which, the Bill abeut the Duties on oe Tea, 
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Gccoa-Nuts, Ge. was read the fecond Time, and coms 
mitted toa Committee of the whole Houfe. 

The next Day (March 14) Mr. Conyers reported from 
the Committee appointed to infpe& what Laws are ex- 
pir'd or near expiring, and to report their Opinion which 
of them are fit to be reviv’d, or continu’d, That they had 
infpeSted the Laws accordingly 3 and had come to feve- 
ral Refolutions, which he read in his Place, and after- 
wards deliver’d them in at the Table, where they were 
read and agreed unte by the Houfe, and are as follows, 
Vite 

1. That an A& pafs’d in the Twelfth Year of the 
Reign of her late Majefty Queen Anne, entitled, An Aét 
for continuing the Atts therein mention’d, for preventing 
Theft and Rapine upon the Northern Borders of England, 
is near expiring, and ought to be continu’d for the fur- 
ther Term of 11 Years. 

2. That an A& made in the Third Year of his Ma- 
jefty’s Reign (intitled, dn Att for the better regulating 
of Pilots for the condutting of Ships and Veffels from Dover, 
Deal, and the Ifle of Thanet, up the Rivers of Thames 
and Medway) together with a Claufe for further Expla- 
nation thereof, in an A& pafs’d in the Seventh Year of 
his Majefty’s Reign (entitled, An Aft. for the further 
preventing his Majefty’s Subjetts from trading to the Eatt- 
Indies under foreign Commiffions 5 and for encouraging and 
further fecuring the lawful Trade thereto's and for the 
further regulating the Pilots of Dover, Deal, and the Ifle 

Thanet) which is near expir’d, be further continu’d 
rom the Time of the Expiration thereof, for the Space 
of feven Years, and from thence to the: End of the then 
Seflion of Parliament. se meet 

‘3. That an A& pafs’d inthe Fifth Year of his Ma- 
jefty’s Reign (entitled, An 4é& for continuing the Att made 
in the Eighth Year of the late Queem Aine,’ td ‘regulate the 
Price and Affize of Bread; and for -continwing the At made 
in the Towel f th Year of her faid late Majefly’s Reign, for the 
betier Encouragement of the:making of Sail-clith in Great 
Britain) which is near expiring, be further continu’d 
from the Expiration thereof for feven’ Years, and from 
thence to the End ofithe then next Seffion of Parlia- 
ment.; .~ ; 

- dead a Bill was order’d to be brought in upon the 
faid Refolutions, Then the ingrofs’d Bill for rebuilding 
the Parifh Church 4 St: Botolph, Bifhopfgate, in the City 
ef London, as alfo the ingrofe’d Bill for compleating and 
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rebuilding the Parifh Church of St. Martin’s in.the Fieldp 
were read the third Time, pafs’d, and fent up to’ the 
Lords. After which, a Bill was order’d to be brought 
in, to explain and amend an A& made in the 6th Year of his 
Maj-fty’s Reign, for afcertaining the Breadth, and prevent 
ing Frauds and Abujes in manufafturing Serges, Pladings, 
and Fingrums, &c. And a Bill for Relief of infolvent 
Debtors was read the firft, and order’d to be read a fecond 
Time. : 





Hitherto, the Houfe of Lords had been employ’d in 
hearing Caufes upon Appeals from Deérees in Chancery, 
and other private Bufinefs: But on Monday the 16th of 
March, their Lordfhips being ina Grand Committee, on 
the Bill for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, there arofe a 
very warm Debate, upon a Motion made by the Lord 
Trevor, for leaving out of the Number of the Land-Forces 
to be continu’d, the four thoufand additional Men rais’d 
the Year before. His Lordhip reprefented, ‘ That the 
© Confpiracy mention’d in his Majefty’s Speech at the 
“ opening the laftSeffion of Parliament, which was the 
© Occafion of this Augmentation of the Land-Forces, be- 
© ing now happily extinguifh’d, and thereby the Caufe 
© of raifing that additional Number being. perfeétly re: 
* mov’d, there was not the leaft Reafon or Pretence for 
“ continuing that Number. That the keeping on foot a 
“ greater Army in Time of Peace, than was abfolutely 
© neceffary for the Security of the King’s Perfon and Go- 
* vernment, wags very dangerous to our happy Contti- 
© wution: And confidering the great Tranquillity we en- 
¢ joy’d both at Home and abroad, he could not but ap, 
© prehend, the Number of regular Forces, allow’d by 
“this Bill, to be much greater than was neceffary. for 
“that End. That if fo great an Army was allow’d to 
* be continu’d, .in our prefent happy Circumftances, a 
© Standing Army would thereby become an effential Part 
* of our Conftitution, fince the Reafons for keeping it 
‘up in Perpetuity would. grow ftronger every Year, 
‘and im every. fucceeding Reign: For on. the’ one 
* Hand, it cannot, with any Probability, be forefeen 
“or expected, that in any future Time, there will be 
“lefs Reafon to be given than at prefent, . for juttify- 
‘ing the Neceflity of keeping up fo. great an. Army, 
© there being now: as little Danger to our prefént happy 
© Eftablifhment, to be fear’ either from Infurre&tions 
$ at Home, or by any Difturbance:or Invafions from a-

¢ proad, as the Nature and Inftability of Humane Affairs ' 
*-will’allow of. And on the other hand, if fo nunierous 
San Army be at prefent allow’d of in Parliament,’no 
* Argument can hereafter be urg’d for the reducing the 
* Number in any future Reign, but what will feem to 
“carry with it too great a “Diftruft of the Prince then 
“on the Throne, and will be conftrued to imply, that 
“*'the fame Confidence is not to be repos’d ‘in: him, 
“asin his Predeceffors.” His Lordthip added, * ’Twas 
© not out of any Diftruft he entertain’d either of his Ma- 
* jefty or’ his’ Minifters,' that he was for reducing Part 
“of the Arniy: That on the contrary, he was fully con* 
© vinc’d, his Majefty will never make an’ ill Ufe of his 
“Power, of which théy had a fure Eatneft in the E- 
© quity and Modéfation, with which his Majefty had go- 
© vern’d hitherto; but as they could not'promifé them- 
* feives and expect, that fo géod and fo jufta King thould 
© always fill the Throne, it was Prudence early ‘to pre- 
“vent the Inconvenienciés and Dangérs to which our 
* excellent Conftitution and Liberties would be expos’d, 
©in Cafe, in any fucceeding Reign, an ambitious — 
“and Yl Minifters, thould have fo great a Number o 
© Troops at their Difpofal. That it was notorious, that 
© all the States of Europe; that have loft their Liberties, 
* nave been enflav’d by their own Armies; whofe Officers 
© and Commanders growing every Day in Power, do, at 
© jaft, turn it againft thofe from whom they had at firft 
* their Commiffions ; of which we had'a fatal Example, 
© in England, {till frefh in our Memories, in the Perfon of 
© Oliver Cromwell. That befides the four thoufand ad: 
© ditional Men, the regular Forces were double the Num: 
© ber of thofe kept on foot, after the Peace of Ry/wick; 
“in the Reign of King William of glorious Memory ; 
© and more numerous, by one Third, than in the late 
© Queen’s Reign, after the Peace of Utrecht; that there- 
¢ fore they are-more than fuficient to fecure the Govern- 
¢ ment againft any fuddeg inteftine Commotion ; which 
© ig the lefs to be apprehended, by Reafon of the general 
© Affe€tion whith the People had Jately fhewn in taking 
© the Oaths, tho” many of them that took them, were 
* not requir’d todoit, by the Aét pafs’d the laft Seflion ; 
© and, he was’confident, that except a few Perfons of de- 
“fperate Principles and Fortunes, who might hope to 
¢ fith in troubled: Waters, there was no Body in England, 
that’ had any thing to’ lofe, that ‘wifh’d fora Revolu- 
§ tion, “That if we look’d abroad, it appear’d, that vd 
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* the happy. Influence of his: Majefty’s wife Counfels, 
“and the.good Alliances that had been enter’d into and 
* cemented, all Europe enjoy’d a profound Peace, which, 
‘in all Probability, would be lafting: But that in. Cafe 
* ef a Rupture with any neighbouring Prince, our Fleet, 





* which was certainly the moft numerous, and. the beft: 


© in all Chriftendom, would defend us againft any foreign 
© Invafion or Infult. That the Pay of the four thoufand 


additional Men, amounted to a good Sum of. Money.. 


* That indeed, at another Jun@ure, that Expence might 


$ cafily be born ; but that in the prefent Circumftances,, 


“ when the Nation is involv’d in fo great a-Debt;; and 
“ groans under the Load of heavy Taxes, this additional 
“ Charge is very confiderable. That his Majefty, in his 
© gracious Speech at the opening of this Seflion of Par- 
© liament, having in « particular Manner, recommended: 
* to the Houfe .of Commons the putting tke National 
© Debt in a,Method of being gradually redue’d and paid ; 
“twas. with the greateft Satisfaction he took: Notice, 
« that fome Progrefs had already been made in that great 
* and important Undertaking 5 and that, in osder to ims 
* prove that good Beginning, not only the Pay of thefe 
* additional Forces, but alfo allether needlels Ex pences; 
* ought, in his Opinion, to be-apply’d to the Increafe 
“of the Sinking Fund.’ HisiLordthip concluded as he 
bad begun,, with the moft earneft. Profeflions of kts: fin- 
cere and entire Affcétion for his Majefty’s Sacred Per- 
fon and Government, and far his Royal Family, on 
whofe Profperity, under Ged, albfolutely depend both 
our prefent Felicity, and the Prefervation of our Laws; 
Liberties, Properties, and. holy Religion. 

The Lord Vifcount Town hhends Principal Secretary of 
State, anfwer’d the Lerd Trevor, and, ampng: other 
Things; ;faid, ‘ That he agrecd with that noble Lord, in 
© fome Parts of his Speech, but was forry, he differ’d 
© front him: in others. That he was thorouchly per- 
* {waded ofhis entire A ffettion.to his Majefty’s Pexfon, 
“and the prefent happy Setrthement, nor did he in the 
“ leaft dowbt, but he fuw with Plezfure, the Progrefs 
$ that had-been already mathe towards reducing) the. Na- 
“ tionat Debt; But that, atthe fame Time, they ought 
“ to confider, that as the happy Tranquillity we,jat.pre- 
“ fent enjoy, is in fome Merflre owing to: the Strength 
© of theiGevernment, fo it was Prudence not oto weaken 
$ chat Strength, becaufe the. fame might adiect Att 
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£Credit, which being founded on the Security of the 
* Government, .if that’Security was render’d precarious, 
* they -would foon fee the Funds and Stocks fail 10 or 12 
* per’ Cent. which would’render the Redufion of the 
‘National Debt altagether imprafticable, fince it was 
‘impoibble to. reduce that Debt, otherwife than by pub- 
* lick Credit. That it. was notorious, that before the 
*Jaft Augmentation of regular Forces, the. Government 
“could not form and march a Body of three or four 
‘thoufund Men, againft any fudden Attempt, either at 
* Home, or from abroad, without leaving the King’s 
‘ Perfon, the Roval Family, the Capital of. the King- 
*dom,.and the fortify’d Places. expos'd-5 and therefore 
‘ the faid Augmentation was become abfolutely neceffary 
* to prevent thefe Dangers and Incenveniencies. That 
‘ithe Number of the Troops now on foot was not fo 
* great as’ to afford any juft Ground of Jealoufy, fince 
‘the prefent Forces are much inferior to thofe the 
© Crowa had formerly. That by the ancient and Gothick 
* Conftitution of the Government, the King had at his 





' © Difpofal the Militia of the Realm, which chiefly con- 


® frfted in Archers, who were kept in’ conftant Difci- 
* plime and Exercife, the Memory of which is ftill pre- 
‘ferv’d, there being abmoft in every Village a Place 
©call’d: Bat-Lane. That the Invention of Fire-Arme 
§ had madea great Alteration in the ancient Conftitution, 
Sand, inftead of Archers, the Crown rais’d as many re- 
“gular Troops as were thought neceffary upon any E- 
$ mergency. That Queen Elizabeth, who had many 
* Enemies both at: Home and abroad, conftanthy kept 
* a confiderable Body of Troops in the Netherlands, with- 
© out any Contradiétion from her Parliaments, and there- 
“by maintain’d herfelf on the Throne, and overcame 
ali her Enemies. Thaé if King Charles I. had fleer’d 
* the fame Courfe, he might in.all Probability, have pre- 
© ferv’d both his Crown: and. his Life, fince he loft both, 
$ onky for want of a fufiicient Force to fipprefs Faftion, 
Siwhich was the principal Source of all the Calamities 
‘and Enormities, in which the Nation was afterwards 
* involv’d. That upon the Reftoration of King Charles II. 
© they who at that Time had the Management of Affairs, 
© did not'think it proper to keep up a great Number of 


_© regular Troops, and therefore chofe to reftore to the 


©Crown its ancient Power over the Militia of the 
“Kingdom 5 but that there wasa Secret inthat. That 
*King Janes: MH, not trafting, to the: Militia, had en 
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: Army of 20006 Men, which would have fecut’d him 
< the Crown, had he not given a genera] Difgutt to 
¢ his. People, by violating the fundamental Laws, and 
endeavouring to fubvert the Conftitutien in Church 
and State. That in the Reign of King William of glo- 
rious Memory, when fome jJeading Men in the. Parlia- 
ment thought fit to disband the Army, after the Peace 
of Ry/wick, they-fell. upon a Proje& to fecure the Go- 
vernment, which was.to raife and difcipline the Mi- 
litia ; but that they foon after perceiv’d the unprofita- 
blenefs of that Scheme,the Militia proving a great Bur- 
< den to the People, and of no Service to. the Government, 
¢ That the Reduétion of the Army had then a double ill 
« Effect; for onthe one Hand, it oblig’d King Williamand 
, his Minifters to enter into a Treaty of Partition, and on 
¢ the other Hand, it very probably encourag’d Franceé'to 
; break that Treaty, which occafion’d a fecond Wat, and 
¢ was the Source of two Thirds of that heavy Debt, 
, under which the Nation labours at this Day. That the 
. disbanding of the Army had almoft the fame ill Effect 
in the Reign of the late Queen, having encourag’d 
* Lewis XIV. to furnith the Pretender with a Land- 
; Force and a Fleet to invade thefe Kingdoms. That if 
, #t prefent they weaken’d the Hands of the Govern- 
ment, we fhould be expos’d to the like Infults and 
Attempts. That if our Enemies may be credited in 
* an Affair, in which it is their Intereft to {peak Truth, 
© they feem’d confidently affur'd of Succefs, in their De- 
* fign of overturning the Government, provided they 
* had only an Affiftance of three or four thoufand Men 
© from abroad ; and that confidering the Method nowpra- 
* Gtis’d in Imbarkations, how good and how ftrong foever 
© our Fleet may be, it was impoflible to hinder a foreign 
© Prince, who fhould have a Mind to undertake it, to 
¢ throw fuch a Number of Men upon England. Conclu- 
£ ding, that the conftant Tenor of his Majetty’s Admini- 
* {tration fince his happy Accefion to the Throne, ought 
“to convince every Body, that by the continuing the 
“Number of regular Forces now on foot, his Majefty 
© and Minifters have nothing in View but the publick 
© Safety and Security, and thereby to give the People 
‘an Opportunity to improve Trade, and encourage In- 
‘duftry, as the only Means to retrieve their former 
* Loffes. 
The Duke of Wharton, who reply’d to the Lord Towr- 
Jicnd,.faid in Subfiance, * That though he was fenfible 
whatever 
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‘ whatever he could offer, would have but little Weight, 
‘ neverthelefs, as the Matter under Debate, was of the 
* Jaft Importance, and highly concern’d the Fundamen- 
‘tal Conftitution, he thought it incumbent upon him, 
*asa Member of that Auguft Affembly, to deliver his 
‘Opinion; hoping, that any Miftake he fhould com- 
* mit, would be excus’d upon Account of-his Want of 
‘ Experience. That he wonder’d the noble Peer who 
‘ fpoke laft, fhould fuggeft, that without the additional 
¢ Troops rais’d laft Year, a Body of 3000 Men could not 
‘bedrawn together; that he might eafily be contradi&- 
‘ ed, fince, before the raifing of thofe Troops, we had 
‘feen near the Capital of the Kingdom, a Camp of be- 
‘ tween three and four thoufand Men, confifting only of 
‘the King’s Guards, which wis fuficient to fecure the 
‘Government againft any fudden Attempt. That he 
* thought it no lefs ftrange, that in an Affair of fo great 
‘ Importance, and in the fupreme Council of the Realm, 
‘any Mention fhould be made of the Opinion of Ene- 
* mies ; that by this, he fuppos’d, were meant the Ab- 
* ftra&ts of fome intercepted Letters, and anonymous 
‘Intelligence, that were printed laft Year; on which 
© he thought no Strefs ought to be laid, but rather be 
* Joak’d upon as the empty Imaginations of difaffetted 
‘ Perfons, who, through the natural Propenfity of all 
‘ Men to believe what they with for, eafily deceive them- 
* felves, and fondly entertain with vain Hopes, thofe 
‘they endeavour to engage in their Caufe. That con- 
* fidering the prefent great Tranquillity at Home, and 
* the. happy Situation of Affairs abroad, there feem’d to 
* be no Occafion for keeping up fo great a Number of 
‘Forces, That by his Majefty’s Counfels, and power- 
‘ ful Influence, a general Peace was eftablith’d in Europe, 
© which, in, all Appearance, would laft many Years. That 
*fome Accidents, which ’twas fear’d, might have di- 
* fturb’d it, had had contrary Effefts: That the Death 
‘of the Regent had made ne Alteration in France, for 
‘ Things did run there in the fame Chanel, and the 
* Duke of Bourbon, who had. fucceeded the late Duke 
© of Orleans in the Adminiftration of Affairs, feem’d re- 
* folv’d to cultivate the Friendfhipand good Intelligence 
‘his Predeceffor had eftablifh’d between the two Crowns. 
* That in Relation to Spain, King Philip’s Abdication 
‘ would prove advantageous to the Peace of Europe, be- 
¢ caufe the italian Fa&tion and Miniftry, which efpoufed 
* the Pretender’s _—. i thereby laid afide. And 
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“ as for the Emperor, he hop’d they had nothing to fear 


“from him, unlefs he would quarre) with us, for our 

* Kindnefs and Good-Nature:to him, in fuffering his 

“eftablifhing, an Ea/t-India Company at Offend, to the 

* Prejudice of our own Company. But neverthelefs, he 

. hop’d, a good Correfpondence would {till be maintain’d 

“ between the two Caurts. That thus there was nothing 

* to.be fear'd from abroad, and vet much lefs at Home. 

© That. the noble Lord who, fpoke before him, had run 

* over agreat Part of our; English Hiftory, and had en- 

deayour'd, to fhew the Difference between ‘the ancient 

* Gothick Government, and -vur modern Conftitution ; 

* that,he.. would not follow him clofe through his long 

© Account of Bows, Archers, :and Fire-Arms 3 but would 

“content himfelf with taking Notice, that according 

© to that noble Peer, the Power of the Militia was an- 

* ciently, and ftilk remain’d in the Crown; but that it 

* was obfervable, that in fome former Reigns, regular 

“ Troops fupply’d the Place of the Militia; and in o- 

* thers, Funds were provided to difcipline the Militia, 

‘and render them ufeful, in order to fupply the Want 

‘ of regular Troops: But that at this Time, when the 

‘Crown is -poffefs’d of as much Power over the Militia 

‘as ever, if fo great a Number of regular Forces be al- 

*low’d'to be kept up, the Fundamental Conititution 

$ wil] be; entirely chang’d and overturn’d, fince thereby 

‘ anadditionyl Strength is given tothe Crown, without 

“any Equivalent to fecure the Rights and Liberties of 

‘the Subjects. , That our Anceftors having ever judg’d 

* the Militia fufficient toi fecurg the Government, we 

* ought not,to deviate from that wifé Inftitution; with- 

* out evident, Neceflity : That whatevér might be fug- 

* gefled, the Militia are notofo'ufelefs, nor fo much to be 

“ de{pis’d; as fome would pretend; fince they did notable 
* Service during the laft: Rebellion, even in’ fome Coun- 
* ties the matt difaffeSted to the prefent Settlement ; and if 
“Care was takep to difcipline them well, he did not doubt 
© but the Militia might be made more ufeful: “That the 
© Expence jof raifing and exercifing the Militia might in- 
“ deed, be greaterithanthe maintaining regular Forces 3 but 
‘thatas.the Dariger to our Liberties, would be much lefs 
‘ from the. Militia, fo would the Grievance of that Ex- 
“ pence be, more eafily both'by the People. That in Ju- 
‘ dtice tothe.Commandeié and Officers of the: Army, he 
¢ would read y acknowledge, that many of them had ap- 
‘pear, zealous Defertdets of the Liberties of their 
be A abil bisk YIN SII . Country, 
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¢Country,.and had Jaid the Foundation of our prefent 
‘Happinefs, by refufing to concur in the Defigns of the 
“jate King James II. but that he had heard wife Men 
‘fay, that if that Prince had turn’d out the old Officers 
he could not truft, and made new ones from «mong the 
‘common Soldiers, King William of glorious Memory, 
* would not eafily have brought about his Enterprize, 
‘ at leat, there would have been more Bloodfhed. That 
* after all , Standing Armies are inconfiftent with a Free 
‘Government : And, as in future Generations, an am- 
* bitious Prince, and ill-defigning Minifters might make 
 Ufe of them to invade our Liberties, fo it was Pru- 
* dence to prevent that Danger betimes. That the fin- 
‘gle Inftance of Oliver Cromwell, who came to the Houle 
* of Commons, and turn’d out with open Force the very 
‘ Men from whom he had his Authority, was a dreadful 
‘ Example, which they ought ever to have-before their 
f | Eyes. That he was thoroughly perfwadéd, they had 
* nothing of that Nature to fear under his Majetty’ $ 
* aufpicious Reign, or from the illuftrious Princes of his 
* Royal Family: But. that it cannot be expected, that 
“the Throne fhall ever be fill’d by fo good arid fo wi 
‘Princes. That befides; we are not fo happy, @s to 
' ; have always the King amongft us; that at leait o 
| every two Years, his Majetty croffes the Sea to goover 
‘to his Dominions abroad ; that for his Part, he was fu 
* far from finding Fault with it, that he rather thou ht 
‘it to be for our Advantage, becaufe he could from 
* thence have a nearer Profpett of the Affairs of Eur be. 
* and watch for our Security: But that, on the other 
* Hand, if it fhouid happen, that during his M welt 
* Abfence, the abfolute Command of the Army fhou!d 
* be deleg: ‘ated to one fingle Perfon, in fuch a Cafe, ou: 
» iberties and Properties might be in very great Danger, 
* becaufe fuch a Perfon would thereby be velted w ith an 
* Authority equal to that of a Stadt-Holder in Ho'land. 
* That he was both furpriz’d and forry to fee that a 
“Lord, who had fo great a Share in the ‘Adiminiftration, 
‘ thould in fo folemn and important a Deb: ite, fetch Ar- 
. _ Suments from Exchange-Alley, and thereby put our ex- 
‘ cellent Conftitution, and moft effential Concerns in 
; Competition with thofé of: a few Stock- -Jobbe rs, That 
* on the other Hand, nothing, in his Opinion, could 
* more effeftually keep up and-advance publick Credit, 
“than the Confidence his Majefty and his Minifters 
* would {eem to repofe “4 the Affestiens cf the People, 
Db 2 Shy 
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* by disbanding Part of the Army; and that the fame 
© would have the like good Effeét with forcign Princes: 
© Whereas if the Court feem’d to think fo great a Num- 
‘ber of Troops, neceflary in Time of Peace, it vifibly 
‘imply’d a Diftruft of the Affe&tions of the People, 
© which on the oneHland, might increafe the Difaffeéction 
‘ at Home, and leffen his Majefty’s Credit and Intereft 
* abroad. 
The Lord Bathurft fpoke next on the fame Side, and, 
in particular, endeavour’d to. fhew the Weaknefs of the 
Arguments urg’d for keeping up the additional Forces, 
drawn from the Opinion of the Enemies of the Govern- 
ment, and the publick Funds. He added, * That what 
* diflinguifhes moit a good and juft Prince froma Ty- 
© rant, is, that the latter never thinks himfelf fafe, 
* without a great Number of Guards and Troops, where- 
‘as the firft entirely confides in the Affeétions of his 
*Subje&ts. That this was the Courfe which that wife 
© Princefs, Queen Elizabeth fleer’d ; for tho’ fhe had ma- 
© ny Enemies, both at Home and abroad, yet fhe never 
‘ kept Standing Forces in England; but defeated a}! the 
* Attempts made againft her Perfon and Government 
¢ with her Militia, and her Fleet, as her Predeceffors had 
* done before her. That upon King Charles the Second’s 
© Reftoration, that Prince had a very plaufible Pretence 
‘to have an Army; but his chief Minifters, the Earls 
© of Southampton and Clarendon, who were at the fame 
© Time, great Patriots, as well as great Politicians, con- 
* fidering the Calamities an Army had brought upon the 
* Nation under Cromwell, wifely judg’d, that Standing 
* Forces are inconfiftent with the Liberties of England ; 
* and that the Power of thé Militia, with the Addition 
“of Horfe and Foot Guards, were fuficient to fecure 
* the King’s Perfon and Goverament. That indeed, thev 
* had been told by a noble Lord of the other Side, that 
‘there was a Secret init. That for his own Part, he 
* could not guefs what that Secret might be; but wifh’d 
‘there may be no Sectet at prefent, in the keeping up 
* fo great a Number 6f Forces, hat it appear’d from 
‘an eminent Hittorian, who has given us the Detail 
‘ and Circumftances of the late Revolution, that it was 
¢ miraculoufly brotght about, confidering the great Num- 
© ber of Forces King Zames II. had on Foot; but as Mi- 
‘ racles do not happen every Day, neither is it Prudence 
* toexpeét them, but rathet to endeavour by a wife Fore- 
* caft, to prevertt fuch like Dangers, as wouldinfallibly 
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“have come to pafs, had not Providence vifibly inter 
© pos’d. That he had a very good Opinion of many 
* Officers in the Army, and had an Efteem for them, not 
‘only as brave and gallant Soldiers, but alfo as good 
© Englifhmen that would not enflave their Country: But 
‘ yet, he would not truft his Liberty and Property in 
* the Hands of Men that might take them away, if they 
‘ pleas’d; for he knew no great Difference between a 
* Man’s being a Slave, and being in the Power of them 
“that can make him one. Thatof all Men, Soldiers are 
“known to be ambitious of advancing and exercifing 
‘their Authority ; and that the Example of Cromwwell’s 
‘Army, who turn’d out the Parliament that rais’d 
‘them, ought to be aconftant Warning againft regular 
* Troops. 

The Lord Cartaret, one of his Majefty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State, who [poke after the Lord Bathurft, 
made it his Bufinefs to confute the Argurtient urg’d by 
the Lord Trevor and the Duke of Wharton, for the dif- 
banding the additienal Troops, viz. the publick Tran- 
quillity: He faid, ‘ This Tranquillity mainly proceed- 
* ed from the Security of the Government, and as this 
* Security was in fome Meafure, owing to the additional 
* Forces, the latter were, in a Manner become neceflary 
* to preferve that happy Tranquillity. His Lordthip, 
‘ afterwards, fhew’d the great Benefits and Advantages 
* that flow from the Security of the Government; fuch 
‘as the Regard of the foreign Princes and States for 
“the Crown of Great Britain, the Weight of his Ma- 
¢ jefty’s Counfels in Negotiations abroad, which had pro- 
‘ cur’d, and eftablifh’d a general Peace in Burope; and 
“in the laft Place, the Reftoration of Credit at Home, 
* which had furnifh’d the Means of putting the publick 
* Debts in a Method of being gradually reducd; but 
‘if that Security was remov’d, it would immediately 
‘ affett publick Credit, and thereby the Opportunity 
* would be loft of eafing the Nation of that immenfe 
* Load of Debts it labours under. That he did not de- 
“ny what a noble Peer had atvanc’d, that before the 
© laft additional Forces were rais’d, there had been a 
“Camp of three or four thoufand Men in Hyde-Park 5 
* but that thefe were Troops necefflary for the King’s 
* Guard, and the Defence of the City of London, and 
* therefore €ould not be fpar’d to march either againft 
* an Enemy that fhould invade us; or to fupprefs any 
* fudden Infurreftion at Home; without expofing his Ma- 
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* jefty’s Perfon, the Royal Family, and the Capital of 
“the Kingdom. The prefent happy Situation of Affairs 
© in Europe feem’d, indeed, to promife a lafting Peace: 
* But that human Things are fubject to fo unexpeéted 
© Viciffitudes, that the greateft Calms are often difturb’d 
* ona fudden by violent Storms. That in cafe of a Rup- 
* ture, it would be an eafy Matter for an Enemy to throw 
“in a Body of Troops upon us, in order to raife a new 
© Rebellion in Favour of the Pretender, whofe Friends 
“and Adherents, it’s to be fear’d, are itill but too nume- 
“rous; and tho’ quiet at prefent, by Reafon of their 
* Jate Difappointments, yet are ever ready to throw off 
“the Mask, as foonas they shall fee themfelves fupport- 
© ed bya foreign Prince. That whatever Force we may 
© be fuppos’d to have at Sea, it is hardly poflible to 
© prevent a fudden Invafion; of which his Lordthip 
© gave three Initances, ftill frefh in our Memories: rit, 
© Tho’ King ‘James II. had a numerous Fleet at the Mouth 
© of the Thames, yet the Prince of Orange (afterwards 
‘King William of glorious Memory) pafs’d by undi- 
© fturb’d, and then landed his Army at Torbay. 2dly, 
© When inthe Year 1708, Lewis XIV. undertook to fet 
¢ the Pretender on the Briti/i Throne, his Fleet, notwith. 
“ftanding all the Efforts we could make, carry’d their 
“main Defign, which was to reach Szot/aud, where they 
© might have landed, and all that our Fleet could do, 
© was only to take a ilraggling Ship. And 3dly, when 
© Cardinal Alderoni, in the Year 1719, form’d the Pro- 
¢ je&t of an Invafion upon Great Britain, he landed fome 
‘of his Men without Oppofition, in Scotland ; and had 
“it not been for the contrary Winds that detain’d his 
“main Fleet on the Coatts of Spain, he would, in all 
© Probability, have landed a much greater Force in Fr,- 
‘land. His Lordfhip own’d, that the additional Troops 
“ were not, indeed, fufficient to oppofe any confiderable 
© Force that fhould be fent againit us by a poweriul 
© Neighbour; but that, however, they were futicient to 
“defcat any unavow’d Attempt, and to make a Stand 
© againft any fudden Invafion or Infurreétion, and there 
©“ by give Time for reinforcing the Army. He urg’d, 
© That as the continuing thefe additional Troops, would 
* fhew the Confidence the Nation repos’d in his Majetty, 
‘and the good Opinion the People had of the prefent 
© Government, fo the disbanding of them would have 
* the contrary Effect. And therefore, fince our Tranquil- 
* lity, 
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* lity, Security, and Happinefs depended in a great 
‘ Meafure upon them, he was for keeping them up. 

The Earl of Strafford anfwer’d the Lord Cartaret, and 
in Subftance, faid,* They were oblig’d to that noble Peer 
* for delivering his Meaning {fo plainly and fo fully, that 
**twas impofkible to miftake it. That according to him, 
‘the prefent Number of Forces was effential to our 
“Security, and therefore might be faid to‘be eifential 
‘to our Conflitution.” Hereupon, the Lord Cartaret ha- 
ving explain’d himfelf, and faid, ‘ That in our pre- 
‘ fent Circumftances, he thought the Number of 18000 
‘Men abfolutely neceffary.. The lord Strafford re- 
fuming his Argument, faid,‘ That the being abfolutely 
*neceflary, was much the fame with being effential : 
¢ That fince the Forces now on foot were made the 
‘Caufe of our Tranquillity, and it was inferr’d from 
‘that Pofition, that they were abfolutely neceffary to 
‘fecure the prefent Tranquillity, it is plain, they are 
“thereby made an effential Part of our Conftitution « 
‘For as "twas own’d by the other Side, that we had 
* nothing to fear at prefent, either at Home or from a- 
‘broad, his Lordfhip could not forefee, that at any Time 
¢ hereafter, any Argument could be urg’d for reducing 
‘the prefent Number of Forces; but it was rather to 
‘be apprehended, that plaufible Pretences might be 
* found for increafing their Number, upon the leait Ap- 
* pearance of real or feign’d Danger. He urg’d, that 
* in Cafe either of an Infurreftion at Home, or of an In- 
* vafion from abroad, the Army might eafily be aug- 
‘mented, as was done in 1715, with wonderful Expe- 
‘dition and Succefs: And that, to thePraife of a Mi- 
* nifter, who is now with his Father, (meaning the late 
© Earl of Sunderland) it muft be own’d, that as foon as 
* the Occafion, for which thofe additional Troops were 
* rais'd, was over, he caus’d them to be disbanded. That 
‘in that Rebellion the Militia perform’d notable Ser- 
‘ vice, even in a County which was thought to be ge- 
* nerally difaffe&ted. And upon the whole Matter, that 
“by disbanding the additional Troops that occafion’d 
© this Debate, and thereby eafing the Nation of Part of 
‘the heavy Burden it labours under, the King would 
* gain the Hearts and Affeétions of all his People, which 
‘would be a greater Security to the Government at 
“Home, and procure his Majefty more Regard abroad, 
‘than the inconfiderable Reinforcement of 4000 Men, 
* the continuing of which would be a threwd Indication 
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‘ of the Unfettlednefs of the Government, and at leat, 
“of a Jealoufy of the People’s Difaffettion. 
The Duke of drgyle reply’d to the Earl of Strafford, 
and among other Things, faid, ‘ That this Debate ha- 
* ving taken up much of their Lord‘hips Time, he would 
* contract within a narrow Compas what he had to fay 
* upon this Subje&t. ‘¢ That the cheif Argument to fup- 
“ port the Motion for disbanding the additional Troops, 
* was the Danger of a Standing Army to a free Govern. 
‘ment. That he did allow there was indeed fome 
* Danger, but not fo great as to over-balance the Good, 
* which this fmall Number of Troops may do in the 
* prefent Situation of Affairs. That there isa vaft Diffe- 
“ rence between an Army ettablith’d in Perpetuity, and a 
“Temporary Army. That if the prefent Number of 
“Standing Troops were voted to be perpetual, there 
“ might indeed, be great Danger to our happy Conftitu. 
“tion; butas they are only continu’d from Year to Year 
© bythe Parliament, there’s little or nothing to be appre. 
“hended. That it isnot many Years fince we have feen aa 
© Englis: Army refufe to concur in the Overthrow of the 
* fundamental Laws of their Country, and it is to be hop’d 
“ they never will. That however, it requires fome Time 
“to model an Armv, and to gain the Ofhcers: And if, in 
© that Interval, it fhould be perceiv’d, that finifler Defigns 
© were carrying on againft Liberty and Property by Means 
‘of the Army, the Parliament may, in fuch a Cafe, 
‘ apply a fpeedy Remedy by reducing it; and then he 
“ would be the firft Man that fhould give his Vote for ir, 
* That the Expence of maintaining the additional For- 
“ces, which was urg’d as a Reafon for reducing them, 
* was inconfiderable, and much lefs than the Charge 
“would be, in Cafe of Neceflity of fending for Troops 
‘either from Holland or Ireland, That foreign Auxi- 
© jiaries are always not only more expenfive, but like- 
“ wife more dangerous or grievous tothe People, becaufe 
‘they cannot be kept in fo ftri&t_Difcipline, as in their 
own Country. That the disbanding fo great a Num- 
“ber af Troops atter the Peace of Utrecht, and the not 
“having a futhcient Force to fecure the Government, 
© upon his Majefty’s happy Acceffion, had been the Prin- 
“cipal Caufe of the Rebellion in the Year 1715, the 
« Friends of the Pretender having been thereby encourag’d 
© to fhew themfelves. That if he faw the Nation upani- 
© mous in Opinion, that our Laws, Liberties, Properties, 
‘and holy Religion, entirely depend on the prefent 
“hap py 
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* happy Settlement, and on the Proteftant Succeflion in 
‘his Majefty’s Royal Family, he would readily give 
“his Vote for reducing the Army: But he was very 
‘ much afraid, fome People fo flrenuoufly infifted on the 
© disbanding of the additional Troops, with no other De- 
‘fign than to weaken the Government, and thereby 
* have an Opportunity of invelving their Native Coun- 
“try innew Troubles: And therefore, thofe noble Lords 
* who had {poke for the Reduftion of the Army, would 
© do well, when they went down into their feveral Coun- 
‘ trics, to affure the People, with whom, no doubt, their 
© Reafons would not fail of having great Weight, that 
“their Liberties and Properties were entirely fafe un- 
* der his Majefty’s aufpicious Government. 

The Earl of Strafford, who thought himfelf glanc’d 
at, hereupon declar’d, ‘ That he utterly abhorr’d and 
“ detefted the very Thought of a Civil War, which, let 
‘it end which Way it will, is always fatal to one’s 
* Country in general, and to all private Perfons.” After 
this, the Lord Trevor’s Motion being carry’d in the 
Negative, the Bill was read the third Time, and the 
Queftion being put, Whether this Bill fhould pafs? It 
was refolv’d in the Affirmative: Whereupon feveral 
Lords enter’d the following Proteft ;

. Ecaufe the keeping on foot a greater Army, in 

B Time of Peace, tho’ by Confent of Parliament, 
than is abfolutely neceffary for the Security of his Ma- 
jefty’s Perfon and Government, is, we think, very dan- 
gerous to our happy Conftitution; and we cannot but 
apprehend, the Number of Men allow’d by this Bill, 
to be much greater than is neceffary for that End. 

II. Becaufe the Confpiracy mention’d in his Majefty’s 
Speech, at the opening the laft Seffion of Parliament, 
which was the Occafion of an Addition of about 4000 
Gc Men 
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Men, is now at an End, and therefore the Caufe of 
faifing that additional Number, being perfe&tly remov’d, 
there does not appear to us the leaft Colour of Reafon 
for continuing that Number. 

III. Becaufe, as we conceive the continuing too great 
a Number of Men this Year, will bea Precedent of 
too great a Weight, for continuing the fame Number of 
Troops in Perpetuity ; for we cannot with any Proba- 
bility, forefee or expeét,*that in any future Time, there 
will be lefs Reafon to be given than at prefent, for 
juftifying the Neceflity of keeping up fo great an Army. 
There being at this Time, in our Opinion, as little 
Danger to our prefent happy Eftablifhment, to be fear’d, 
either from Infurre&tions at Home, or by any Diftur- 
bance or Invafions from abroad, as the Nature and In- 
ftability of human Affairs will well allow of. 

IV. And we cannot think the Fears of remote and 
imaginary Dangers, a fuficient Argument fer fo great 
a prefent Mifchief as fuch an Army muft bring upon 
the Kingdom, not only from the great Charge and Ex- 
pence of maintaining them, when we are involv’d in fo 
great a Debt, but alfo from the Jealoufies which may 
from thence arife in the Minds of many of his Majefty’s 
good Subjetts, of their Liberties being thereby in Dan- 
ger: And we cannot but be apprehenfive, that if fo nu- 
merous an Army be agreed to in Parliament for fome 
Time longer, no Argument can hereafter be urg’d for 
reducing the Number in any future Reign, but what 
will feem to carry with it too great a Diftruft of the 
Prince then in Foffefien of the Throne, and will be 
thought to imp!v, that the fame Truft and Confidence 
is not to be repos’d in him as in his Predeceffors. And 
this may difcourage fome Perfons hereafter from giving 
their Advice to the Crown, upon this moft important 
Subject, with that perfe&t Freedom, which ought ever 
to be maintained and exert itfelf in the Debates and Re- 
folutions of this Great Council.

The fame Day (March 16) Mr. Conyers prefented to 
the Houfe, a Bill for continuing feveral Laws therein men- 
tioned ; which was receiv’d, read the firft Time, and ore 
der’d a fecond Reading. 

Merch 17. Mr. Gyhbon, from the Committee of Pri- 
vileges and Eleftions, reported the Matter asit appear’d 
to them, touching the Ele&tion for the Borough of Dun- 
hived, alias Launcefton in Cornwall, with the Refolutions 
of the Committee thereupon; which being twice read, 
were agreed to by the Houfe as follow, viz.

13 An Aét to enable Thomas Duke of Norfolk to make 
Leafes for fixty Years, of the Houfés and Ground in Arun- 
dei-ftreet, Norfolk-ftreet, Howard-ftreet, Surrey-ftreet, 
and other his Tenements and Eftate in the Parish of St. 
Clement’s-Danes in the County of Middlefex. 

14. An Aét to veft in Truftees the Mannors of Battlefden 
and Pottefgrave, and divers Lands and Hereditaments in 
the County of Bedford, the Effate of Benjamin Bathurft, 
Efq; tothe Intent that the fame may be fold, in order to com- 
pleat a Purchafe by him made of Lands in the County of 
Gloucefter, to be feetled to the fame U/es. 

15. An Aét for Sale of the Eftate late of Humphrey 
Whadcock, deceas’d, for difcharging a Debt due tothe Reon, 
and for Payment of fuch other his Debts as his perfonal E- 
fiate will not pay, and for fettling the Refidue of his Lands 
conformable to his laft Will.

The Commons being return’d to their Houfe, a Bill 
for the Relief of infolvent Debtors, was read the fecond 
Time, and committed. 

The next Day, (March. 20) Mr. Yonge prefented to 
the Houfe a Bill to prevent frivolous and vexatious Ar- 
refts, which was receiv’d, read the firft, and order’d to 
be read a fecond Time: After which, Sir ‘John Eyles 
prefented to the Houfe a Report of the Truftees for rai- 
fing Money on the Eftates of the late South-Sea DireCtors. 
But before we proceed, it will be neceffary to fupply in 
this Place an Omiffion in the Regiffer N° XXX. pag. 1143 
where, in the Account of the Proceedings of the Parlia- 
ment, on the 25th of ‘January, 1722, Mention was made 
of a Report deliver’d to the Houfe of Commons from 
the Truttees for the. Eftates of the late South-Sea Dire- 
ftors ; which Report is.in Subftance as follows: 


The 
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The Report from the Truftees of the South-Sea Company 
prefented to the Honourable Houle of Commons, on tie 
2§th of January, 1722. 


7 E Truftees reprefent to this Honourable Houfe, 
that fince the Report they made on the 6th Day of 
February latt, of the Effeéts of their Proceedings to that 
Time, in Execution of the Trutts repos’d in them ; that 
this Honourable Houfe having fignify’d, by an Order, da- 
ted Feb. 10, 1721. That a further Examination of the late 
Sub-Governor, Deputy-Governor, Directors, Cathier, De- 
puty-Cafhier, and Accountant of the Suuth-Sea Company, 
thould be had, touching any Concealment, Omiffion, 
er Faifity in their Particulars or Inventories, d-liver’d 
to the Lord Chief Baron, or one other of the Barons of 
his Majefty’s Court of Exchequer, did apply to the 
Lord Chief Baron, and other Barons of the Coif of his 
Majeity’s faid Court of Exchequer, to the Intent fuch 
further Examination fhould be made; and the faid Lord 
Chief Baron and other the faid Barons of the faid Court, 
or two of them, have from Time to Time, as thev were 
apply’d to in that Behalf, fummon’d before them as 
many of the late DireStors as the Truftecs have been 
hitherto prepar’d to require fuch Examination of, 
who have reipeétively been examin’d, touching any 
Concealment, Omiffion, or Falfity, in the refpective In- 
ventories or Particulars, fo by them deliver’d as afore- 
faid. 

And the faid Truftees do further humbly report, that 
Fonn Aiflabie, Ef; in the faid A@ named, having deli- 
ver’d to the faid Truftees fach Particulars or Invento- 
ries of his Eftates, as are mention’d in the faid Truftees 
sormer Report, they the faid Truftees did carefully 
perufe and-examine thé faid Inventories and Particulars, 
in order tocompute, according tu the beft of their Skill, 
the clear Value of the faid Eftates, and to make their 
Report thereupon to the Court of Direétors, as by the 
faid A&t they were dirested; but they were not able 
within the fhort Time limited bv the fiid Act, to com- 
pute the clear Values of the Eftates which belong’d 
to the faid John Aiflabic on the firft Day of ‘une, 
1720, and on the firit Div of October, 1718, refpe&tive- 
dy. anvwife to their Satisfaétions : The faid Jorn Aifla- 
bie thereupon, in Purfuance of the faid Act of Parlia- 
faent, made his Complzint to the Lord Chicf _ 
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and other Juftices of his Majefty’s Courts of King’s- 
Bench and Common-Pleas at Weftminfter ; and to the Lord 
Chief Baron and other Barons of his Majefty’s Court of 
Exchequer, praying Relief thereupon ; to which Com- 
plaint the faid Truftees, in Purfuance of the Order of 
the faid Juftices and Barons, dated the fifteenth Day of 
June, 1723, did put in their Anfwer; and on the nine- 
teenth Day of the faid Month of Fune, the faid Jufti- 
ces and Barons, three or more of them, did (amongit 
other Things) order and dire&t, that it fhould be re- 
ferr’d to their Regifter, to infpe&t and examine the two 
Inventories deliver’d in by the faid Mr. diflabie to the 
Truftees, and the Truttees Report thereon, to the Court 
of Direétors, and in the Prefence of both Parties, their 
refpective Agents or Solicitors, to compute particularly 
the clear Value of all the Eftates which did belong to 
the faid Mr. Aifladie, or any in Truft for him, at the 
Time they were vefted in the Truftees by the faid A&t, 
or at any Time afterwards; and alfo to compute the 
clear value of all the Eftates which belong’d to the 
faid Mr. A¥flabie, or to any in Truft for him, upon the 
firft Day of O¢tober, 1718, and to report the fame fpe- 
cially and particularly ; and in taking the faid Account, 
Mr. Aiflabie might be examin’d upon Interrogatories 5 
and if in taking the faid Account, or making the faid 
Computation, any thing fpecial fhould happen, the Re- 
gifter was to report the fame from Time to Time to the 
faid Court, that fo proper Direftions might be given 
thereupon ; and either Side was to be at Liberty to re- 
fort to the faid Juftices and Barons, for further Dire- 
&ion ; and in Obedience to the faid Order, there Rave 
been divers Meetings of the faid Truttees, three or more 
of them, and the faid Jokn Aiflabie, before the faid Re- 
gifter at the faid Truftees publick Office at the South-Sea 
Houfe: And in Purfuance of a fubfequent Order of 
the faid Juftices and Barons, dated the 26th of une, 
1723, divers Perfons have been examined touching the 
faid Premilfes ; and the faid Account and the Computa- 
tions fo direfted, have been fo far proceeded in, as that 
the fame are likely to be-finally fettled and adjufted ina 
thort Time. 

‘And the Truftees farther report, that the Coheirs and 
-Adminiftratrixes of James Craggs the Elder, in the (aid 
‘A&t named, ‘having deliver’d to the faid Truftees fuch 
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quir’d, the faid Truftees did likewife carefully perufe 
and examine the fame, and did alfo examine feveral 
Perfons in Relation to the Eftates which did belong to 
the faid ‘fames Craggs, at the refpeftive Periods of Time, 
in the faid A&t in that Behalf mention’d, which the 
faid Truftees did compute according to the heft of their 
Skill ; and afterwards, viz. on the 24th of March 1721, 
did make their Report to the Court of Direétors of the 
faid, Company, touching the Premiffes; and by fuch 
Report, did certify to the faid Court of Direétors, how 
many and what the Eftates were, which they found did 
belong to the faid Fames Craggs, or any in Truft for him, 
at the Time of his Death, which happen’d on the 16th 
of March, 1720, and the Values they had computed the 
fame at, at that Time (after all Debts deduéted ; ) alfo 
what the Eftates were, which they found did belong to 
him the faid fames Craggs, on the firft Day of December, 
1719, and the Values they had computed the fame at, 
on the faid firft Day of December, 17193 and alfo what 
would be coming to the faid Company as the Balance of 
the faid Account, as near as they could compute the 
fame ; but the faid Court of DireStors difagreeing with 
the faid Report, 

Thereupon the Coheirs and Adminiftraitixes of the 
faid James Craggs exhibited their Complaint before the 
faid Juftices and Barons, in Oéfober ljaft; and the faid 
Truftees having put in their An{wer thereunto, the faid 
Juftices and Barons, on the fifteenth Day of November 
Jaft, made the like Order as they before had made in the 
Cafe of Mr. Aiflabie ; and their faid Regifter has pro- 
ceeded with the Truftees in making the Computations of 
Mr. Cragg’s Eftate, in which they have fo travell’d ; as 
alfo in the Accounts of Mr. 4iflabie, that the fame are 
already compleated, except as to fome particular Items 
fubmitted to the Determination of the faid Juftices and 
Barons. 

And the faid Truftees do further report to this Ho- 
nourable Houfe, that at the Time of making their faid 
firft Report, the Time limited by the firft-mention’d A&, 
for the entring of Claims on the faid Eftates, by or for 
Perfons refiding or being beyond the Sea, or out of Great 
Britain, not being determin’d, they then inform’d this 
Honourable Houfe of fuch Claims only as had been en- 
tered before them, by or for Perfons refiding in Great 
Britain ; but the Time for entring Claims by or for Per- 
fens refiding or being beyond the Sea, being now a, 
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pir’d, the faid Truftees beg Leave to inform this Honour™ 
able Houfe, that there have been enter’d before them f{e- 
venty-two foreign Claims, over and above 1031 Claims 
in their faid firft Report mention’d, making the whole 
Number of Claims now enter’d before them 1103. 

The Multiplicity and Perplexity of the Bufinefs that 
day before the faid Truttees, but efpecially the Num- 
ber of Claims on the faid Eftates being fo large, en- 
gag’d the faid Truftees to a conftant Attendance; and 
having with all Diligence proceeded to enquire and 
inform themfelves concerning the Truth and Validity 
of the refpeStive Debts or Interefts claim’d, they 
have, fince the twenty-fifth Day of March, 1722, ex- 
amin’d and enquir’d into 327 of the faidClaims; and 
the Court of Direftors of the South-Sea Company, upon 
the feveral Reports that have been laid before them 
concerning the fame, have agreed in Opinion with the 
faid Truftees. The faid feveral Reports of the faid 
Truftees, fo agreed to by the fuid Court of Direétors, 
have been fince enter’d in Books, with fuch Refolu- 
tions of the faid Court of Direftors; and the feveral 
Claimants have, for the moft part, in fuch Books, 
fign’d their refpeftive Acquiefcences in fuch Refolu- 
tions. 

‘ And the faid Truftees crave Leave further to re- 
prefent, that in Regard of the great Number of Claims 
enter’d on the faid Eftates, and of the Difficulty the 
faid Truftees meet with in adjufting and fettling di- 
vers of them, which’ depend upon Accounts of long 
ftanding, and of great Value; it will be impoflible to 
examine into the fame within the refpeftive Times li- 
mited in the faid laft mention’d A@&, in that Behalf, 
and that a further Time is neceffary to enable them to 
finifh the whole: Which they do moft humbly fubmit 
to the. Confideration of this Honourable Houfe. The 
faid Truftees think -it,their Duty to acquaint this Ho- 
nourable Houfe, that there hath not yet been deliver’d 
to them, either by Mr.-Turner, or on the Behalf of Mr. 
Grigsby, who is fince deceas’d, any Account of fuch 
Parts.af their perfonal Eftate, as by thempor their Or- 
der, was djf{pos’d of after the firft Day of “fume, 1720, for 
Payment of their Debts, or of all their Debts, as have 
been. difcharg’d therewith, or any Account of fuch pe- 
rifhable Goods as by them ort heir Order were difpos’d of 
after:the firft Day of June, 1720, with the Values or 
Dd Amounts 
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Amounts thereof, and how the fame have been apply’d 
or difpos’d of. 

The faid Truftees alfo humbly fhew, that as they firft 
proceeded to the Sale of the Houthold Goods and o- 
ther perfonal Eftates of the faid late DireStors and 
others, as being moft liable to fpoil or damage, fothey 
have begun to difpofe of their Leafe-hold Eftates, as 
being fome of them at large Rents, and untenanted, 
and fo rather Charges on the particular Eftates to which 
they belong’d, than an Advantage. That they have alfo 
proceeded to the Sale of fome of the rea] Eftates of the 
faid late DireGtors and others, whereon no Claims have 
been enter’d, or whereon the Claims fo enter’d, have 
been heard and determin’d; and are now ready to fell 
feveral others of them; and in order to the Sale of the 
Refidue of the faid Eftates, have direfted the refpeftive 
Titles to the fame, to be abftraéted, and have given 
Orders to their refpeétive Receivers to tranfmit to them 
exaét Particulars of the feveral Eftates within their re- 
fpeftive Receipts, fothat by fuch Abftra&ts and Particu- 
lars, they may know what Intereft they have in, and. 
what is the Nature and Value of the feveral Eftates to 
be fold.or dispos’d of. 

The Truftees obferve, that as at the Time of their. 
making their faid former Report, by Reafon of feveral 
Difficulties therein fet forth, they could not then make 
any certain Computation of what the faid real Eftates 
might be worth, or what the clear Produce thereof might. 
be, fo they are ftill incapacitated to make any certain 
Computation thereof ; becaufe, as they have great Reafon 
to believe, feveral Contrivances were form’d, to advance 
the annual Rents of feveral of the faid Eftates, before 
the fame were purchas’d by the faid Direftors, and 
others ; which being purchas’d by them when they had 
not Leifure to take due Care in examining into their 
real Values, they might be deceiv’d; and many of the 
faid Eftates having been contraéted for at exorbitant Pri- 
ces, fince the firft Day of June, 1720, from which Time, 
the Eftates of the faid late Direétors and others,were vefted 
in the faid Truftees, and fmall Parts only of the Pur- 
chafe Money paid by them, it remains yet a Doubt. 
whether the faid Trufiees will be oblig’d to compleat 
fuch Purchafes, which, if they fhould not be compell’d - 
to, would prove a confiderable Addition to the Eftates 
vetted in the faid Trustees. 

They 
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They Leave lafily, to report, that they are now 
ina great Forwardnefs towards clearing with many of 
the faid late Direftors, which they had e’re this com- 
pleated, could they have employ’d their Time wholly 
to that Purpofe ; but great Numbers of the Claimants 
having with great Earneftnefs apply’d to them for the 
early hearing their feveral Claims, efpecially fuch as 
were made upon Account of Trufts, they were oblig’d 
to comply with fuch Applications, and to deviate from 
the Rule they firft propos’d of going through with their 
feveral Affairs, and examining into the feveral Claims on 
their refpeétive Eftatesin a regular Courfe, which they 
now hope, that for the future they hall be better able 
to follow. 

Wealfo further beg Leave to take Notice, that having 
inquir’d into all the feveral Claims on the Eftates of 
William Tillard, Arthur Ingram, Sohn Grigsby, William 
Morley, Samuel Reade, Richard Horfey, Stephen Child, Sir 
William Hammond, Sir Facob acobfen, Hugh Raymond, 
John Turner, Peter De la Porte, Francis Eyles, “ohn Gore, 
and Thomas Reynolds; and they having feverally on their 
Parts, except Grigsbysand Turner, exhibited to us an 
Account of all fuch Parts of their perfonal Ettates, as 
by them or theirOrder, were difpos’d of after the Firft 
Day of Sune, 1720, and before the Time of exhibiting 
fuch Accounts for Payment of their Debts, and of all 
fuch Debts as have been difcharg’d therewith : 

And alfo another Account ofall fuch perifhable Goods 
as by themor their Orders were difpos’d of after the faid 
firft Day of June, 17203 and before the Time of exhi- 
biting fuch Accounts, with the Values or Amounts 
thereof, and how the fame have been apply’d or dif- 
pos’d ; and refpettively acquainted the faid Truftees,

’. Theabeve Matters did wholly employ your Com- 
miffioners and Truftees Times, though they fate de die 
in diem, from the Beginning of July to the Middle of No- 
vember laft.

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Majefty’s Troops fent in his Support, was attack’d, and 
oblig’d to retire; as is fully fet forth, in a Memorial 
annexed to their laft Report, to which they crave Leave 
to refer. And your Commiffioners and Truftees hum- 
biy apprehend, there will be no Purchafers of that 
Eftate, unlefs fome Remedy be found for effe&tually 
fecuring to them a quiet and peaceable Poffefion 
thereof.

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capable of any Office or Employment under his Ma- 
jetty, unlefs he fhall breed up all his Children, to the 
Age of 14 Years, to be of the Church of Ireland, as by 
Law eftablifh’d. 

6. That no Perfon that is or fhall be converted from 
the Popifh to the Proteftant Religion, be capable of any 
Office or Employment under his Majefty, or prattife as 
a Barrifter, Attorney, or Solicitor, for the Space feven 
Years next after his Converfion, and unlefs he brings 
a Certificate of having receiv’d the Sacrament thrice in 
every Year during the faid Term. 

z- That no Perfon who is or fhall be converted 
from the Popith Religion, ought to be deem’d or 
taken as a Proteftant, in any Refpet whatfoever, 
that has not already, or fhall not within a Year, 
produce a Certificate of his Convertion, and enroll the 
fame. 

8. That notwithftanding the Laws now in Being 
againft Popery, the Number of Popifh Priefts and 
Fryars has of late Years greatly increas’din this King- 
dom, to the Danger of the Proteftant Religion. 

And the five firft Refolutions being feverally put, 
the fame were agreed to by the Houfe, Nemine contradi- 
cente. And the fixth Refolution being put, the fame 
was agreed to by the Houfe, with an Amendment. And 
the feventh and eighth Kefolutions being feverally put, 
the fame were agreed to by the Houfe, Nemine sontradi- 
eente. 

And thereupon it was order’d, That Leave be given 
to bring in Heads of a Bill, for explaining and amend- 
ing the Aéts to prevent the further Growth of Popery, and 
for firengthening the Proteftant Intereft of this Kingdom. 
And that it be referr’d to the fame Committee, to 
prepare and bring in the faid Heads of a Bill. 

The next Day (Oét 22.) Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer prefented to the Houfe Heads of a Bill for 
granting and continuing to his Majefty the additional Duties 
on Beer, Ale, Strong Liquors, Tobacco, and other Goods end 
Mer chandizes, &c. which were receiv’d, read, and com- 
mitted to a Committee of the whole Houfe. He alfo 
prefented other Heads of a Bill for enrages the folemn 
Affirmation or Declaration of the ie call’d Quakers, in- 
Stead of the Oath in the ufual Form. And Mr. Bette/worth 
prefented alfo Heads of a Bill to prevent the Butchers ga/h- 
ing and Cutting Hides and Skins, and to prevent the Frauds 
gammitted by Tanuers in their infufficient and deceit fal work- 
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ing, dreffing and Tanning of Leather : Both which were 
receiv’d, read, and referr’d to a grand Committee; as 
were alfo, Heads of a Bill prefented by Mr. Solicitor- 
General, for amending an Ait for Redrefs of certain Abu- 
fes in making Pewter and Bra/s. After this, Heads of a 
Bill were order’d to be brought in, for continuing and 
amending an Aét, entituled, An Aét for the better regu- 
lating the Parifh Watches, and amending the Highways in 
this Kingdom, and for preventing the Mifapplication of pub- 
lick Money. 

O€t. 24. It was order’d, 1f{t, That it be an Inftru&tion 
to the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom Heads 
of a Bill for granting and continuing to his Majefty the 
additional Duties on Beer, Ale, Strong Waters, Tobacco, 
and other Goods and Merchandizes ; and alfo upon all Sorts 
of Wine, Strong Waters, and Spirits perfettly made, and 
upon all Spirits made and diftill’d of Wine; and alfo for 
granting and continuing the further additional Duties on 
Beer, Ale, Aqua Vitzx, and Strong Waters, brew'd and 
made in this Kingdom, and upon Brandy, or Spirits above 
Proof, and om Tea, Coffee, Chocolate, and Cocoa-Nuts3 
and alfo a Tax on all Salaries, or Profits of Employments, 
Fees, and Penfions, herein mention’d, and for /ecuring the Re- 

ayment of 50000 |. Sterling, formerly advanc’d to his Maje- 
Sty for the Ufe of the Publick, together with the Intereft 
thereof, are committed, to receive a Claufe, that in 
Cafe any of the Subfcribers to the 50000/. Loan to his 
Majetty, fhall refufe to accept 7/. per Cent. Intereft for 
the Sum by him or them advanc’d, the Vice-Treafurer, 
or his Deputy, fhall pay the fame, taking an Affignment 
of fuch Subfcription, which he may affign or transfer to 
any Perfon who will advance the fame, for the Ufe of 
the Publick, at 7/. per Cent. 

2dly, That it be alfo'an Inftruétion to the faid Com- 
. mittee, to receivea Claufe, That the addittional Pay 
of 1d. per diem, to each Foot-Soldier, 44. per diem to 
each Trooper, and 2d. per diem to each Dragoon, may 
be paid them without any Deduétion whatfoever. 

3dly, That Leave be given to bring in Heads of a 
Bill, for explaining and amending an A@, intituled, An 
A& for the eretting of Free-Schools. And that the next 
Day (O€?. 25.) the Commons order’d, that Leave be gi- 
ven to bring in Heads of a Bill for better qualifying Per- 
fons tobe Fuftices of the Peace ;and that the proper Officers 
do lay before this{Houfe, a Lift of the Perfons made 
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Juftices of the Peace, fince the Year 1710. Thena Pe- 
tition of the feveral Woollen-Drapers, Weavers, and 
Clothiers of the City of Dudlin, in Behalf of them- 
felves, and the other Drapers, Weavers, aid Clothiers 
of this Kingdom, praying Relief in Relation to the 
great Decay of Trade in the Woollen Manufacture, was 
prefented tu the Houle, read, and referr’d te a Com- 
mittee. After this, it was order’d, that it be an In- 
itruftion to the Committee appointed to prepare and 
bring in Heads of one or more Bill or Bills upon the 
Refolutions of the Committee who were appointed to 
infpe& and enquire what Laws are expir’d, or near ex- 
piring, Gc. to infert a Claufe for granting a further 
Time to the Roman Catholick Inhabitants of Limerick, 
to enter into Security for themfelves, Wives, Children, 
and Servants, purfuant to an Aét to prevent the further 
Growth of Popery. A Petition of the Mafler, War- 
dens, and Brethren of the Corporation of Tanners in 
the City of Dublin, in Behalf of themfelvcs and others, 
praying to be heard by their Counfel againft Heads of a 
Bill to prevent the Butchers gafhing and cuttirg Hides and 
Skins, and to prevent the Frauds committed by Tanners in 
their infufficient and deceitful working, dreffing, and tanning 
of Leather, was prefented to the Houfe, read, and re- 
ferr’d to the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom 
the faid Heads of a Bill were committed. TVhen it was 
order’d, that the Marfhals of the Four Courts of the 
City of Dudlin, and Liberties thereto adjoining, do 
Jay before this Houfe an Account of what Prifoners 
they have in their Cuftody, the Times when they were 
committed, and for what Sums. A Petition of Triftram 
Fortick, Sadler, Henry Keating, Coachemaker, and Tho- 
mas Medcalf, Shoemaker, in Behalf of themfelves, and 
all other the Sadlers, Coach-makers, and Shoe-makers 
in this Kingdom, fetting forth the Abufes committed 
by the Butchers, in gafhing and cutting of Hides and 
Skins, and by the Tanners, in their deceitful tanning of 
Leather; and praying a Remedy for fuch Mifchiefs, 
was prefented to the Houfe, read, and referr’d to the 
Committee of the whole Houfe. 

Then the Houfe refolv’d itfelf into a Committee of 
the whole Houfe, to take into further Confideration 
Heads of a Bill for further Encouragement in the finding 
and working of Mines and Minerals in this Kingdom. As 
alfo Heads of a Bill for “? further Amendment of the 
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Laws in Relation to Butter, Tallow, Beef, Hides, and 
other Commodities of this Kingdom, &c. 
On the 26th of Oétoser, a Petition of the Matter, 
Wardens and Brethren of the Corporation of Curriers 
of the City of Dublin, in Behalf of themfelves and o- 
thers, praying to be heard by their Counfel againit 
Heads of a Rill to prevent the Butchers gathing and cutting 
Hides and Skins, and to prevent the Frauds committed by 
Tanners, in their infufficient and deceitful working, dreffng, 
and tanning of Leather, was prefented to the Houfe, read, 
and referr’d to the Committee of the whole Houfe, to 
whom the faid Heads of a Bill are committed. Then 
Mr. Chanceiler of the Exchequer, according to Order, 
reported from the Committee of the whole Houfe, to 
whom Heads of a Bill for granting and continuing to his 
Majefty the additional Duties on Beer, Ale, Strong Waters, 
Tobacco, and other Goods and Merchandizes, and al/o upon 
all Sorts of Wine, Strong Waters, and Spirits perfeétly made, 
&c. were committed; that they had gone through the 
fame, Paragraph by Paragraph, and agreed thereto with 
fome Amendments, which he read, and after deliver’d 
at the Table, where the fame were again read, and a- 
greed to by the Houfe ; and thereupon it was order’d, 
That Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer do attend his 
Grace the Lord Lieutenant with the faid Heads of a 
Bill, and defire the fame may be tranfmitted into Great 
Britain in due Form. It was alfo order’d, that the pro- 
per Officer do lay before this Houfe, a Lift of the Fees 
taken on pafling Commiffions, for making Juftices of the 
Peace ; as alfo a Lift of the feveral Fees taken at the Se- 
cretary’s-Office, for pafling Commiffioners for Civi} and 
Mititary Employments, and all other Patents in their 
Office. Then Mr. Madden, Deputy-Clerk of the Crown, 
according to Order, deliver’d at the Bar, a Lift of fuch 
Perfons as were put into the Commiffion of the Peace, 
fince ‘January, 1710, which was order’d to lye on the 
Table. 
On the 28th, Mr. Madden, laid alfo before the Houfe 
a Lift of the Fees taken on pafling Commiffions for 
making Juftices of the Peace; and Mr. St. Leger re- 
ported from the Committee of the whole Houfe to 
whom Heads of a Bill for the further Prefervation of the 
Game, were committed, that they had gone through the 
fame, and agreed thereto with fome Amendments, which 
he read, and after deliver’d at the Table, where the 
fame were again read, and agreed to by the Houfe ; and 
2° there- 
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thereupon it was order’d, that Mr. St. Leger do attend 
his Grace the Lord Lieutenant with the faid Heads of a 
Bill, and defire the fame may betranfmitted into Great 
Britain indue Form. After this, Mr. Pearfon, Marfhal 
of the Four Courts, Dublin, according to Order, deliver’d 
at the Bar a Lift of the feveral Prifoners in the Cuftody 
of the Marfhal of the four Courts, Dudlin, the Times 
when committed, the Creditors Names, and the Sums 
for which they ftand charg’d. Mr. ‘John Forreft, City- 
Marfhal, deliver’d alfo a Lift of the Prifoners in the 
Marfhalfea of the City of Dublin; as did likewife Mr. 
John “Fohnfon, Marfhal of the Liberties of Thomas Court 
and Donore, an Account of what Prifoners are now in 
Cuftody in the Marfhalfea of Thomas-Court and Donore, 
when committed, and for what Sums. AJ! which Pa- 
pers were order’d to lie onthe Table, to be perufed by 
the Members of the Houfe. ; 

The fame Day, Mr. William Vefey reported from the 
Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom Heads of a 
Bill for further Encouragement in the finding and working of 
Mines and Minerals within this Kingdom, were committed, 
that they had gone through the fame, and agreed there- 
to with fome Amendments,which he read in his Place, and 
after deliver’d at the Table, where the fame were again 
read, andagreed to by the Houfe. And a Claufe being of- 
fer’d to be added to the faid Heads of a Bill, the fame was 
alfo read, and agreed unto by the Houfe with an A- 
mendment; and thereupon it was order’d, that Mr. 
William Vefey do attend his Grace the Lord Lieutenant 
with the faid Heads of a Bill, and defire the fame may 
be tranfmitted into Great Britain in due Form. Then 
Mr. Maddocks from the Chief Secretary’s Office, deli- 
ver'd at the Rar, a Table of Fees taken at the Chief Se- 
cretary’s Office ; and Mr. Lingen deliver’d alfo at the Bar, 
a Table of Fees taken at the Second Secretary’s Office ; 
both which were order’d to lieon the Table, A Com- 
mittee was afterwards appointed to confider of proper 
Methods to preferve the Fry of Fifh in Freth and Salt- 
Waters, and how the Fifheries of the Kingdom may be 
made more advantageous. 

Oftober 29. Mr. Wolfeley reported from the Committee 
of the whole Houfe, to whom Heads of a Bill for re- 
gulating the Abufes committed in buying and felling of Cattle 
and Sheep in the feveral Markets in this Kingdom, were com- 
mitted, that they had agreed thereto with fome Amend- 
ments, which he read in - Place, and after deliver’ 
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at the Table, where the fame were again read, and agreed 
to by the Houfe, with a turther Amendment: And it 
was thereupon order’d, that Mr. Wol/eley do attend his 
Grace the Lord Lieutenant with the faid Heads of a Bill, 
and defirethe fame may be tranfmitted into Great Bri- 
tain in due Form. Then Mr. Rodert Allen prefented te 
the Houfe Heads of a Bill for the better qualifying Fuftices 
of the Peace, which were receiv’d, read, and referr’d toa 
gtand Committee. 

On Wednefday the 30th, the Commons, in a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe, went through Heads of 
a Bill for amending the feveral Laws now in Force for en- 
couraging the Hempen and Flaxen Manufattures of this 
Kingdom, and for the further Improvement thereof. 

The next Day, (O. 31.) Mr. Secretary Hopkins in- 
form’d the Houfe, that he was commanded bv his Grace 
the Lord Lieutenant to acquaint them, that his Majefty 
had been pleas’d to return a moft gracious Anfwer to the 
Addrefs of this Houfe, which he deliver’d at the Table, 
and was as follows:

f.fter the reading of this Anfwer by Mr. Speaker, 
the fame was order’d to be entred in the Journals of the 
Houfe; and a Committee was appointed to draw up an 
Addrefs of Thanks to his Majefty, for the faid moft 
gracious Anfwer: It was alfo order’d, that Leave be 
given to bring in Heads of a Bill for preventing feveral 
Abufes committed by Miilers, Bakers, and Farmers; and 
then, in a grand Committee, fome Progrefs was made in 
the Quakers Bill. 

On the tft of November, Mr. Prat prefented to the 
Houfe Heads of a Bill for preventing feveral Abufes com- 
mitted by Millers, Bakers, and Farmers, which were re- 
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ceiv’d, read, and committed to a grand Committee: 
Then Mr. Tighe reported from that Committee the A- 
mendments made to Heads of a \Bill for continuing and 
amending an A&t, entituled, An Att for the better re- 
gulating the Parifh Watches, and amending the Highways, 
and for the preventing the Mi/application of publick Money: 
Which, with fome further Amendments, was agreed to; 
anda Claufe to prevent Mifchiefs which may happen by gra» 
ving Ships in the River Liffy, and to prohibit the keeping of 
Fires on Board Ships lying in the faid River, being offer’d 
to be added to the faid Heads of a Bill, the fame was 
alfo read, and agreed unto by the Houfe, with fome A- 
mendment:: After which, it was order’d, that Mr. 
Tighe do attend his Grace the Lord Lieutenant with the 
faid Heads of a Bill, and defire the fame may be tranf- 
mitted into Great Britain indue Form. Then in agrand 
Committee, fome Progrefs was made in the Heads of 
a Bill for the Relief of infolvent Debtors ; and Dr. Tret- 
ter prefented to the Houfe Heads of a Bill for explaining 
and amending the A€ts to prevent the Growth of Popery, and 
for firengthening the Proteftant Intereft in the Kingdom of 
Ireland, which were receiv’d, read, and committed toa 
Committee of the whole Houfe. 

The next Day, the Commons, in a grand Committee, 
went through Heads of a Bill for amending the A& for 
Redrefs of certain Abufes in making Pewter and Brafs; 
and in the fame Committee, made fome Progrefs to 
Heads of a Bill for explaining and amending the A& for 
the Prefervation of the Inheritance, Rights and Profits 
of Lands belonging to the Church, and Perfons Ecclefiafti- 
cal, 

On Tuefday the sth of November, Mr. Solicitor-Gene- 
yal reported the Amendments made in the Committee of 
the whele Heufe to Heads of a Bill for amending an 
A& for Redref{s of certain Abufes in making Pewter and 
Bra/s, which were agreed to, and the faid Heads order’d 
to be tranfmitted into Great Britain. Then Mr. Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer reported the Addrefs of Thanks 
to his Majefty, for his moft gracious Anfwer to the Ad- 
drefs of the Houfe ; which was agreed to without any 
Amendment, and order’d to be laid before the Lord Lieu- 
tenant by the whole Houfe. The fame Day, the Houfe 
refum’d the adjourn’d Confideration of a Claufe for ap- 
pointing Weigh-Moafters for the City of Dublin, offer’d to be 
added to Heads of a Rill, for the further Amendment of the 
Laws in Relation to Butter, Tallow, Beef, Hides, and 
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other Commodities in this Kingdom 3 as alfo in Relation to the 
Casks in which fuch Goods are to be made up 5 and for the 
preventing the Veftruétion of Salmon. Upon which it was 
previoufly order’d, that the Lord-Mayor, Sheriffs, Com- 
mons and Citizens of the City of Dublin, have Leave to 
withdraw their Petition, praying to be heard by their 
Counfel againft the faid Claufe. Then the faid Claufe 
was read andagreed unto by the Houfe with an Amend- 
ment, and the Houfe afterwards refum’d the adjourn’d 
Confideration of the Report from the Committee of the 
whole Houfe, to whom Heads of a Bill for amending the 
feveral Laws now in Forze, for encouraging the Hempen and 
Flaxen Manufaétures in this Kingdom, and for the further 
Improvement thereof, were committed. And the Amend- 
ments made by the Committee to the faid Heads of a 
Bill, were read and agreed unto by the Houfe with fome 
further Amendments ; and a Claufe being offer’d to be 
added to the faid Heads of a Bill, the fame was alfo read 
and agreed unto by the Houfe with an Amendment. Two 
other Claufes being feverally offer’d to be added to the 
faid Heads of a Bill, the fame were alfo feverally read, 
and the Queftion being feverally put, that the faid 
Claufes do ftand Part of the faid Heads of a Bill, ic 
pafs'd in the Negative; and then it was order’d, that 
Mr. Maxwell do attend his Grace the Lord Lieutenant 
with the faid Heads of Bills, and defire the fame may 
be tranfmitted into Great Britain indue Form. Then 
Mr. St. John Broderick reported from the Committee ap- 
pointed to confider the Petition of ‘John Bingham, Efq; 
the Refolutions the Committee had come to thereupon, 
viz. 

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, rft. That 
the Petitioner has fully prov’d the Allegations of his 
Petition. 

2. That Yohn Bingham, Eq; has behav’d himfelf with 
great Loyalty to his Majefty, and with becoming Zeal 
and Integrity in the Support of his Government, by vi- 
goroufly putting the Laws in Execution againft Papifts 
and their Adherents. 

3. That a malicious Confpiracy was wickedly con- 
triv’d and carry’d on againft the faid Sfohn Bingham, to 
take away his Life and Fortune. 

4. That John Brown of Rahens, Efq, and his Accom- 
plices, were the chief Promoters, and Adyifers of the faid 
Confpiracy. 

5: That 
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5. That the faid John Brown is a Perfon not fit to ferve 
his Majefty in any Office or Employment, Civil or Mi- 
litary, whatfoever. 

- 6. That the faid ohn Brown has in the Courfe of his 
Examination, grofly prevaricated with this Commit- 
tee. 

To all which Refolutions, the Queftion being feve- 
rally put, the Houfe did agree Nemine contradicente, and 
thereupon it was order’d, that the faid John Brown be, 
for his faid Prevarication, taken into the Cuftody of the 
Serjeant at Arms attending this Houfe ; and that hisMa- 
jefty’s Attorney-General do profecute the faid ohn 
Browm for contriving and malicioufly carrying on the 
faid Confpiracy, to take away the Life of the faid ohn 
Bingham, and others. 

The next Day, ( Nov. 6.) the Commons, in a grand 
Committee, went through Heads of a Bill, for preventing 
feveral Abufes committed by Millers, Bakers, and Farmers. 
Then a Petition of Richard Lord Vifcount Fitz William, 
fetting forth, That he is affetted by a Claufe in Heads of 
a Bill, now before this Houfe, for explaining and amend- 
ing the Afts to prevent the Growth of Popery, and for tie 
Slrengthening the Protefiant Intereft of this Kingdom; and 
praying this Houfe would take the fame into Confidera- 
tion, was prefented to the Houfe, read, and referr’d to 
the Committee of the whole Houfe. After this, Mr. 
Thomas Meredith reported from the Committee appoint- 
ed to confider of proper Methods for the more eafy 
pafling of Sheriffs Accounts, the Matter as itappear’d to 
them, and he read the Report in his Place, and after de- 
liver’d itin at the Table, together with feveral Papers 
referr’d to in the Report, where the Report was again 
read. Hereupon it was refolv’d, Nem. con. That the 
iffuing Procefs againft any Sheriff, upon any Fines ime 
pos’d by the Court of Exchequer, in Aétions there de- 
pending, between Party and Party, except at the In- 
ftance of the Party, at whofe Suit the fame were im- 
pos’d, is highly grievous and expenfive to the Subject. 
Then the Queftion being propos’d, that the Rule or 
Declaration made by the Court of Exchequer in the 
Year 1716, that no Fine impos’d by the faid Court 
on any Sheriff, fhould be reduc’d for the future, un- 
lefs fuch Sheriff or his Attorney, paid 6d. per Pound 
into the Poor-Box for the firft hundred Pounds, aad 
34. per Pound for every other hundred Pounds of the 
fuid Fine, was obtain’d from the Said Court by Sur- 
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prize, and is a Grievance to the Subjef&t. And the pre- 
vious Queftion being put, That that Quettion be now 

ut 
’ It was refolv’d in the Affirmative. Then the main 
Queftion being put, was alfo carry’d in the Affirma- 
tive. Then a Queftion being propos’d and put, that 
the Order conceiv’d by the Court of Exchequer on the 
21ft of April, 1722, whereby the Officer was impower’d 
to iffue Attachments againit 338 Gentlemen who had 
ferv’d as Sheriffs, for not clearing their feveral Accounts, 
would (if put in Execution) have tended greatly to the 
Prejudice of the Subjefts of this Kingdom: It was car- 
ry’d inthe Affirmative, and ordes’d, that the faid Re- 
port with the Refolutions of the Houfe thereupon, be 
printed ; and that Heads of a Bill be brought in for the 
more eafy paffing of Sheriffs Accounts. 

The next Day (November 7.) the Commons order’d an 
Account of the feveral Fees taken on pafling Sheriffs Ac- 
counts; andalfo of the Fees taken on reducing of Fines, 
to be laid before their Houfe. 

On the 8th, the Commons in a grand Committee, went 
through Heads of a Bill, for accepting the folemn Affirma- 
zion and Deelaration of the People call’d Quakers, inftead 
of an Oath in the ufual Form; and made fome Progrefs in 
the Confideration of Heads of a Bill, for explaining and 
amending the Atts to prevent the further Growth of Po- 
pery, &e. 

The next Day (November 9.) Mr. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer reported the Amendments made in the 
grand Committee, to the Quakers Bill, which, with a 
further Amendment, were agreed to, and the faid Heads 
of a Bill, order’d to be laid before the Lord Lieute- 
nant, to be tranfmitted into Great Britain; as were 
alfo Heads of a Bill, for preventing feveral Abufes come 
mitted by. Millers, Bakers, and Farmers. That Day, in 
the Afternoon, the Houfe with their Speaker attended 
the Lord Lieutenant with the Addrefs of Thanks of 
this Houfe to his Majefty, which Addrefs is as fol- 
loweth.

As nothing 
can render the Aids you have granted more effeCtual for 
ftrengthning the Hands of the Government, and fecu- 
ring the Tranquillity of this Nation, than a perfe&t U- 
nion among Proteftants ; Iam fatisfy’d, from your known 
Loyalty to the King, and your Love of your Country, 
that you wil] procure and cultivate fo great a Bleffing ; 
and the fame Principles muft induce you to difcounte- 
nance the reftlefs Endeavours of any who may attempt 
to fow Jealoufies or raife groundlefs Apprehenfions in 
the Minds of his Majefty’s Subjects. 
’ My Lords and Gentlemen, 

It is with great Pleafure that I perfwade myfelf from 
your refpective Addreffes to me, that the Adminiftration 
in my Hands, has been to your Satisfa&tion: I muft in 
Return, affure you, that I fhall make a faithful Repre- 
fentation to the King, of the AffeStions and Behaviour 
of his dutiful Subje&ts of Ireland : I will not fail to lay 
before his Majefty the true State of this Country, and 
fhall upon all Occafions recommend it to his Royal Grace 
and Favour. 




























Then the Parliament was prorogu’d to the Seventh of 
March following. 


Having in the foregoing Account of the Proceedings 
of the Iri/k Parliament, taken Notice of their Refolu- 
tions and Addreffes relating to the Patent granted to 
William Wood, Efq3; for the coining and uttering Copper 
Half-pence and Farthings in that Kingdom, it will be pro- 
per to fubjoin here the following Report of the Com- 
mittee of the Lords of his Majefty’s moft Honourable 
Privy-Council, to whom that Affair was referr’d. 
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Report of the Lords of the Committee of the Privy-Council, 
relating to the Patent granted to William Wood, E/g; 


for the coining and uttering Copper Half-pence and Farthings 
in the Kingdom of Ireland. 


At the Council-Chamber at Whitehall, the 24th Day of

By a Committee of the Lords of his Majefty’s moft Ho« 
nourable Privy-Council. 


N Obedience to your Majefty’s Order of Reference, 
| upon the feveral Refolutions and Addreffes of both 
Houfes of Parliament of Ireland, during their late Sef- 
fion, the late Addrefs of your Majefty’s Juitices, and 
Privy-Council of that Kingdom, and the Petitions of 
the County and City of Dublin, concerning a Patent 
granted by your Majefty to William Wood, Efq; for the 
coining and uttering Copper Half-pence and Farthings in 
the Kingdom of Ireland, to fuch Perfons as would ve- 
luntarily accept the fame ; and upon_the Petition of the 
faid William Wood, comerning the fame Coinage, the 
Lords of the Committee have taken into their Confide- 
ration the faid Patent, Addreffes, Petitions, and all Mat- 
ters and Papers relating thereto, and have heard and ex- 
amin’d all fuch Perfons as upon due and fufficient Notice, 
were defirous and willing to be heard upon the Subjett 
Matter under their Confideration, and have agreed upon 
the following Report, containing a true State of the 
whole Matter, as it appear’d before them, with their 
humble Opinion, to be laid before your Majefty for your 
Royal Confideration and Determination, upon a Mat- 
ter of fuch Importance. 

The feveral Addreffes to your Majefty, from your 
Subjeéts of Ireland contain in general Terms, the ftrongeft 
Reprefentations of the great Apprehenfions they were 
under, from the importing and uttering Copper Half- 
pence and Farthings in Ireland, by Virtue of the Patent 
granted to Mr. Wood, which they conceiv’d would prove 
highly prejudicial to your Majefty’s Revenue, defiruftive 
of the Trade and Commerce of the Kingdom, and of 
dangerous Confequence to the Properties of the Subjeét. 
They reprefent, that the Patent had been obtain’d in a 
clandeftine and unprecedented Manner, and by notorious 
Mifreprefentations ef the State of Ireland ; that if the 
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Terms of the Patent had been comply’d with, this Coi- 
nage would have been of infinite Lofs to the Kingdom; 
but that the Patentee, under Colour of the Powers grant- 
ed to him, had imported and endeavour’d to utter great 
Quantities of different Impreffions, and of lefs, Weight, 
than requir’d by the Patent, and had been guilty of no- 
torious Frauds and Deceit in coining the faid Copper 
Money: And they humbly befeech your Majefty, that 
you would give fuch Dire&tions, as in vour great Wif- 
dom you fhould think proper, to prevent the fatal Effetts 
of uttering any Half-pence or Farthings by Virtue of 
the faid Patent: Andthe Houfe of Commons of Ireland, 
ina fecond Addrefs upon this Subjeét, pray, that your 
Majefty would be pleas’d to give Direétions to the feve- 
ral Officers intrufted in the Receipt of your Majefty’s 
Revenue, thatthey do not, on any Pretence whatever, 
receive or utter any of the faid Copper Half-pence or 
Farthings. 

In Anfwer to the Addreffes of the Houfes of Parlia- 
ment of Ireland, your Majefty was moft gracioufly pleas’d 
to affure them, * That if any Abufes had been committed 
* by the Patentee, You would give the necefary Orders 
‘for enquiring intc, and punifhing thofe Abufes ; and 
“that your Majeftv would do every thing that was in 
* your Power, for the Satisfaétion of your People. 

In Purfuance of this your Majefty’s moft gracious De- 
claration, Your Majefty was pleas’d to take this Matter 
into your Royal Confideration ; and that you might be 
the better enabled effe€&tually to anfwer the Expe€tations 
of your People of Ireland, your Majefty was pleas’d, by 
a Letter from Lord Czrtaret one of your Principal Se- 
cretaries of State, dated Wareh 10, 1723-4, to fignify 
vour Pleafure to your Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, * That 
“he would give Direétions for fending over fuch Papers 
“and Witneffes as fhould be thought proper to fupport the 
* Obje&tions made againft the Patent, and againft the Pa- 
“tentee, in the Execution of the Powers given him by 
* the Patent. 

Upon the Receipt of thefe your Majefty’s Orders, the 
Lord Lieutenant, by his Letter of the 20th of March, 
1723-4, reprefented the great Difficulty he found him- 
felf under to comply with thefe your Majefty’s Orders ; 
and by another Letter of the 24th of Marchz 1723-4, 
after confulting the principal Members of both Houfes, 
who were immediately in your. Majefty’s Service, and 
¢f the Privy-Council, acquainted, your Majeity, “ Thet 
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“none of them would take upen them to advife, how 
“many material Perfons er Papers might be fent over 
“on this Occafion ; but they all feem’d apprehenfive of 
“the ilt Temper any Mifcarriage, in a Tryal upon awci- 
* re Facias, brought againft the Patentee, might occafion 
©in both Houfes, if the Evidence were not laid as-full 
* before a Jury, as it was before them.” And did there- 
fore, a fecond Time, decline fending over any Perfons, 
Papers, or Materials whatfoever, te fupport this Charge 
brought againft your Majefty’s Patent and the Paten- 
tee. 

As this Proceeding feem’d very extraordinary, that 
in a Matter that had rais’d fo great and univerfal a Cla- 
mour in Ireland, no one Perfon could be prevail’d upon 
to come over from Ireland, in Support of the united 
Senfe of both Houfes of Parliament of Ireland ; that no 
Papers, no Materials, no Evidence whatfoever of the 
Mifchiefs arifing from this Patent, or of the notorious 
Frauds and Deceit committed in the Execution of it, 
could’ now be had, to give your Majefty Satisfattion 
herein; your Majefty however, ‘ defirous to give your 
* People of Ireland all poffible Satisfa&tion, but fenfible 
* that you cannot in any Cafe, proceed againit any of 
“the meaneft of your Subjetts, but according to the 
* known Rules and Maxims of Law and Juftice,’ repeat- 
ed your Orders to your Lord Lieutenant of Ire/and, that 
by Perfwafion, and making proper Allowances for their 
Expences, new Endeavours might be us’d to procure and 
fend over fuch Witneffes as fhould be thought material to 
make good the Charge againft the Patent. 

In Anfwer to thefe Orders, the Lord Lieutenant of 
Treland acquaints your Majefty, by his Letter of the 
23d of April, 1724, to one of your Principal Secreta- 
ries of State, ‘ That in order to obey your Majefty’s Com- 
$ mands as far as pofibly he could, at a Meeting with my 
* Lord Chancellor, the Chief Judges, your Majefty’s Ar- 
‘ torney and Solicitor‘General, he had earneftly defir’d 
* their Advice and Affiftance, to enable him to fend o- 
‘ver fuch Witneifes as might be neceffary to fupport 
* the Charge againft Mr. Wood’s Patent, and the Execu- 
‘tion‘of it: The Refult of this Meeting was fuch, that 
* the Lord Lieutenant’could not reap the leaft Advantage 
* or Affiftance from it, every one being fo guarded with 
* Caution, againft giving anv Advice or Opinion in this 
* Matter of State, apprehending great Danger to them- 
* felves from-meddling in it, af 
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The Lords of the Committee think it very ftrange, 
that there fhould be fuch great Dificulty in prevailing 
with Perfons, who had already given their Evidence be- 
fore the Parliament of Ireland, to ceme over and give 
the fame Evidence here, and eipecially, that the chief 
Dificulty thould arife trom a general Apprehenfion of a 
Mifcarriage, in an Enquiry before your Majeity, or in a 
Proceeding by due Courfe of Law, in a Cafe, where both 
Houfes ot Parliament had declar’d themfelves fo tully 
convinc’d, and {atisty’d upon Evidence, and Examina- 
tions taken in the moit foiemn Manner. 

At the fame Time that your Majeity fent your Orders 
to the Lord Lientenant of Jreland, to fend over fuch 
Evidences as were thought material to fupport the 
Charge againft the Patent, that your Majeity might, 
without any further Lofs of Time than was abfolutely 
neceflary, be as fully inform’d .as was pollible, and 
that the Abuies and Frauds alledg’d to be committed by 
the Patentee, in executing the Powers granted to him, 
might be fully and ftri€tly enquir’d into, and examin’d, 
your Majefty was pieas'd to order, thatan Affay thould 
be made of the Finenefs, Value, and Weight of this 
Copper-Money, and the Goodnefs thereof, compar’d with 
the tormer Coinages of Copper-Money ior lreland, and 
the Copper-Money coin’d in your Majefty’s Mint in 
England ; and it was accordingly referr’dto Sir I/aac New- 
ton, Edward Southwell, and “Fehn Scrope, Efgrs. to make 
the faid Affay and Tryal. 

By the Reports made of this Affay, which are here- 
unto annex’d, it appears, ‘ That the Pix of the Copper- 
* Monies coin’d at Ariffol by Mt. Wood for Ireland, con- 
* taining the Tryal Pieces, which was feal’d and lock’d 
‘ up at the Time of coining, was open’d at your Maije- 
* fty’s Mint at the Tower ; that the Controller’s Account 
of the Quantities of Half-pence and Farthings coined, 
‘agreed with Mr. Wood’s Account, amounting to 59 Tons, 
“3 Hundred, 1 Quarter, 11 Pounds, and 4 Ounces ; that 
© by the Specimens of this Coinage, which had from 
* Time to Time been taken from the feveral Parcels 
* coin’d, and feal’d up in Papers, and put into the Pix, 
* 60 Half- pence weigh d 14 Ounces Troy, and 18 Penny 
* Weight, which is about a Quarter of an Ounce above 
* one Pound Weight Averdupois; and 30 Farthings 
© weigh'd 3 Ounces and 3 Quarters of an Ounce Troy, 
“and 46 Grains, which isalfo abeve the Weight requir’d 
* by the Patent. It alfo appears, that both Half-pence 
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© and Farthings, when heated red hot, fpread thin un- 
© der the Hammer, without cracking ; that the Copper 
* of which Mr. Wo0d’s Coinage is made, is of the fame 
© Goodnefs and Value with the Copper of which the 
© Copper Money is coin’d in your Majefty’s Mint for 
© England, and worth in the Market about 13 Pence per 
* Pound Weight Averdupois ; that a Pound of Copper. 
© wrought into Bars or Fillets, and made fit for Coinage, 
* before brought into the Mint at the Tower of London, 
* is worth 18 Pence per Pound, and always cofts as much, 
“ and is coin’d into 23 Pence of Copper Money by Tale, 
* for England : It likewife appears, that the Half-pence 
‘and Farthings coin’d by Mr. Wood, when compar’d with 
* the Copper Money coin’d for Ireland, in the Reigns of 
* King Charles II. King “Zomes II. and King William and 
* Queen Mary, confiderably exceeds them all in Weight, 
‘very far exceeds them all in Goodnefs, Finenefs, and 
© Value of the Copper, none of them bearing the Fire fo 
“well, not being maleable, wafting very much in the 
* Fire, and great Part of them burning into a Cinder of 
“little or no Value at all; Specimens of ail which, as 
“likewife of Mr. Wood’s Copper Money, upon Tryals 
“and Affays made by Sir I/aac Newton, Mr. Southwell, 
“and Mr. Scrope, were laid before this Committee for 
* their Information. 

The Lords of the Committee beg Leave upon this Ar- 
ticle of the Complaint, that notorious Frauds and De- 
ceits had been committed by the Patentee, in executing 
the Powers granted to him, to obferve to your Majefty, 
that this is a Faét exprefly charg’d upon the Patentee ; 
and if it had in any Manner been prov’d, it might have 
enabled your Majefty, by due Courfe of Law, to have 
given the Satisfa&tion to the People of Ireland, that has 
been fo much infifted upon ; but as it is now above four 
Months fince your Majefty was pleas’d to fend over to 
Treland for fuch Evidence, as might prove a Faét alledg’d 
to be fo notorious, and no Evidence at all has been as 
yet tranfmitted, nor the !eaft Expeftation given of any 
that may hereafter be obtain’d, and the Tryals and Af- 
fays that have been taken of the Half-pence and Far- 
things coin’d by Mr. Wood, proving fo unqueftionably 
the Weight, Goodnefs, and I'inenefs of the Copper Mo- 
ney coin'd, rather exceeding the Conditions of the Pa- 
tent, than being anv way defective, the Lords of the 
Committee cannot advife your Majefty, by a Writ of 
Ssire Fagias, ox any other Manner, to endeavour vaca- 
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ting the faid Patent, when there is no Probability of Suc- 
cefs in fuch an Undertaking. 

As thefe Tryals and Aifays fully thew, that the Pa- 
tentee hath acted fairly according to the Terms and Cons 
ditions of his Patent, fothey evidently prove, that the 
Care and Caution made Ufe of in this Patent, by pro- 
per Conditions, Checks and Controles, have effectually 
provided, that the Copper Money coin‘d for Ireland by 
Virtue of this Patent, fhould far exceed the like Coi- 
nages for Ireland, in the Reigns of your Majefty’s Royal 
Predeceffors. 

And that your Majeftv’s Royal Predeceffors havé ex- 
ercis’d this undoubted Prerogative of granting to pri- 
vate Perfons the Power and Privilege of coining Cop- 
per Half-pence and Farthings for the Kingdom of Ire- 
land, was prov’d to this Committee by feveral Prece- 
dents of fuch Patents granted to private Perfons, by 
King Charles I]. and King ‘James II. none of which were 
equally beneficial to your Kingdom of Ireland, nor fo 
well guarded with proper Covenants and Conditions for 
the due Execution of the Powers thereby granted, altho’ 
the Power and Validity of thofe Patents, and a due 
Compliance with them, was never in any one Inftance, 
*till this Time, difputed or controverted. 

By thefe former Patents, the fole Power of coining 
Copper Money for Ireland, was granted to the Patentees 
for the Term of 21 Years, to be coin’d in fuch Place as 
they fhould think convenient, and /uch Quantities as they 
could conveniently iffue within the Term of 21 Years, with- 
out any Reftri¢tion of the Quantity to be coin’d within 
the whole Term, or any Provifion of a certain Quanti- 
ty only, to be coin’d annually, to prevent the ill Confe- 
quences of too great a Quantity to be poun’d in at once, 
at the Will and Pleafure of the Patentees; ne Provi- 
fion was made for the Goodnefs and Finenefs of the Cop- 
per, no Controller appointed to infpeét the Copper in 
Bars and Fillets before coin’d, and take conftant Affays 
of the Money when coin’d, and the Power of iffuing not 
limited to fuch as would voluntarily accept the fame; but 
by the Patent granted to ‘John Knox,the Money coin’d by 
Virtue of that Patent, is made and declar’d to be the 
current Coin of the Kingdom of Ireland, anda Pound Weight 
of Copper. was allow’d to be coin’d into 2 Shillings and 
8 Pence, and whatever Quantity fhould be coin’d, a Rent 
of 164. per Annum only was refewy'd to the Crown, and 
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700 Tons of Copper were computed to be coin’d with- 
in the 21 Years, without any Complaint. 

The Term granted to Mr. Wood for coining Copper 
Moncey is for 14 Years only, the Quantity for the whole 
Term limited to 369 Tons, 100 Ton only to be iffu’d 
within one Year, and 20 Tuns each Year for the 13 re- 
maining Years ; a Controller is appointed by Authority 
of the Crowa, to infpett, controll, and affay the Copper, 
as well not coin’d as coin’d; the Copper-to be fine Bri- 
tifh Copper, caft into Bars or Fillets, which when heated 
red hot, would fpread thin under the Hammer; a Pound 
Weight of Copper to be coin’d into 2 Shillings and Six- 
pence, and without any Gompulfion or Currency enforced, to 
be receiv'd by fuch only, as unuld voluntarily and willingly 
accept the fame; a Rent of 1001. per Annum is referv’d un- 
to your Majefty, and 200 /. per Annum to your Majefty’s 
Clerk Controiler, to be paid annually by the Patentee, 
for the full Term of the 14 Years, which for 13 Years 
when 20 Tons of Copper only are coin’d, is not inconfi- 
derable; thefe great and eflential Differences in the fe- 
veral Patents that have been granted for coining Cop- 
per Money for the Kingdom of Ireland, feem’d fufficient- 
ly to juftify the Care and Caution that was us’d in grant- 
ing the Letters Patent to Mr. 4 cod. 

Tt his been further reprefented to yeur Majettv, 
that thefe Letters Patent were obtain’d by Mr. Wood in 
a clandeitine and unprecedented Manner, and by grofs 
Mifreprefentations of the State of the Kingdom of /re- 
land. Upon enquiring into this Faét, it appears, that 
the Petition of Mr. Wood for obtaining this Coinage, 
was preiented to your Majeity at the Time that feve- 
ral other Petitions and Applications were made 'to your 
Majefty, for the fame Purpofe, by fundry Perfons, well 
acquainted and converfant with the Affairs of Ireland, 
fetting forth the great Want of fmill Money, and Change 
in all the common and Jower Parts of Traffick and Bu- 
finefs throughout the Kingdom ; and the Terms of Mr. 
Wood’s Petition feeming to your Majefty moft reafona- 
ble, thereupon a Draught of a Warrant diretting a 
Grant of fuch Coinage to be made to Mr. Wood, was 
referr'd to your Majefty’s then Attorney and Solicitor- 
General of England, to confider and report their Opi- 
nion ta your Majeftys; Sir I/s2c Newton, as the Com- 
mittee is inform’d, was confulted in all the Steps of 
fettling and adjufting the Terms and Conditions of the 
Patent ; and after mature on your ee s 
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Warrant was fign’d, directing an Indenture in fuch 
Manner as is praftis’d in your Majeity’s Mint in the 
Tower of London, for the coining of Gold and Silver 
Monies, to pafs the Seal of Great Britain, which was 
carry’d through all the ufual Forms and Offices with- 
out Hafte or Precipitation. That the Committee can- 
not difcover the leaft Pretence to fay, this Patent was 
pafs’d or obtain’d in a clandeftine or unprecedented Man- 
ner, unlefs it is to be underftood, that vour Majefty’s 
granting a Liberty of coining Copper Money for Ire- 
land, under the Great Seal of Great Britain, without 
referring the Confideration thereof to the principal Of- 
cers of Ireland, is the Grievance and Mifchief complain’d 
of. Wpon this Head, it muft be admitred, that Letters 
Patent under the Great Seal of Great Britain for coining 
Copper Money for Ireland, are legal and obligatory, a jutt 
and reafonable Exercife of your Majefty’s Royal Pre- 
rogative, and in no Manner derogatory or invafive of any 
Liberties or Privileges of vour Subjesis of Ireland. 
When any Matter or Thing is tranfacting that concerns 
or may effect your Kingdom of Ireland, if your Ma- 
jefty has any Doubts concerning the fame, or fees juft 
Caufe for confulting your Officers of Ireland, your Mae 
jefty is frequently pleas’d to refer fuch Confiderations to 
your chief Governors of Ireland; but the Lords of the 
Committee hope it will not be afferted, that any legal 
Orders or Refolutions of your Majefty can or ought to 
be call’d in Queftion or invalidated, becaufe the Advice 
er Confent of your chief Governors of that Kingdom 
was not previoufly had upon them: The Precedents 
are many, where, in Cafes of great Importance to Ire- 
tand, and that immediately affefted the Interefts of that 
Kingdom, Warrants, Orders, and Directions, by the 
Authority of your Majeity, and your Royal Predeceffors, 
bave been iffu'd under the Roval Sign Manual, with- 
out any previous Reference or Advice of your Officers 
of Ireland, which have always had their due Force, and 
have been punétually comply’d with and obev’d. And 
as it cannot be difputed, but this Patent might legally 
and properly pafs under the Great Seal of Great Britain, 
fo their Lordfhips cannot find any Precedents of Refe- 
rences to the Officers of Ireland, of what pafs’d under 
the Great Seal of Englazd ; cn the contrary, there aré 
Precedents of Patents pafs’d under the Great Seal of 
Jreland, where, in all the previous Steps, the References 
were made to the Officers of Eng’and. © 
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By the Mifreprefentation of the State of Ireland, if 
erdet to obtain this Patent, it is prefum’d, is meant, that 





_ the Information given to your Majefty of the great Want 


of fmall Money, to make fma!l Payments, was ground- 
lefs, and that there is no fuch Want of fmall Money. 
The Lords of the Committee enquir’d very particularly 
into this Article, and Mr. Wood produc’d feveral Wit- 
nefles, that dire&tly afferted the great Want of fmall Me- 
ney for Change, and the great Damage that Retailers, 
and Manufaéturers fuffer’d for Want of fuch Copper Mo- 
ney. Evidence was given, that confiderable Manufa- 
&turers have been oblig’d to give Tallies, or Tokens itt 
Cards, to their Workmen, for want of fmall Money, fign’d 
upon the Back, to be afterwards exchany’d for larger 
Money: That a Premium was often given to obtain 
fmall Money for neceflary Occafions: Several Letters 
from Ireland to Correfpondents in England, were read, 
complaining of the Want of Copper Money, and expref- 
fing the great Demand there was for this Money. 

The great Want of fimall Money was further prowd 
by thecommon Ufe of Raps; a counterfeit Coin, of fuch 
bafe Metal, that what paffes for a Half-peny is not worth 
half a Farthing, which Raps appcar'd to have obtain’da 
Currency, out of Neceffity, and for want of better fmall 
Money to make Change with ; and by the beft Accounts, 
the Lords of the Committee have Reafon to believe; 
that there canbe no Doubt, thit there is a real Want 
of fmall Money in Ireland, which feems to be fo far ad- 
mitted on all Hands, that there does not appear to have 
been any Mifreprefentation of the State of Ireland in 
this Refpe&. 

In the fecond Addrefs from the Houfe of Commons 
to your Majeity, they moft humbly befeech your Mae 
jefty, that you will be gracioufly pleas’d to give Di- 
reétions to the feveral Officers intrutted with the Receipt 
of your Majefty’s Revenue, that they do not, 6n any 
Pretence whatfoever, receive or utter fuch Half-pence or 
Farthings ; and Mr. Wood, in his Petition to your Maje- 
fty, complains, that the Officers of your Majetty’s Reve- 
nue had already given fuch Orders to all the inferiour 
Officers not to receive any of this Coin. 

Your Majeity, by your Patent, under the Great Seal 
of Great Britain, * Wills, requires, and cothmands yout 
£ Lieutenant, Deputy, or other Chief Governor or Gover- 
* nors of your Kingdom of Ireland, arrd all other Officers 
€ ang MBnifters of your Majeffy, your Heirs and Succeffors, 

‘in 
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* in England, Ireland, or elfewhere, to be aiding and affifting 
* to the faid William Wood, his Executors, €c. in the 
‘Execution of all or any the Powers, Authorities, Di- 
* reStions, Matters, or Things to be executed by him 
“or them, or for his or their Benefit and Advantage, by 
*.Virtue, and in Purfuance of thg faid Indentures, in all 
“ Things as becometh, &c.’ And if the Officers of the 
Revenue have, upon their own Authority, given anv 
Orders, DireStions, Significations, or Intimations, to 
hinder or obftrué the receiving and uttcring the Copper 
Money eoin’d and imported, purfuant to vour Maje- 
fty’s Letters Patent, this cannot but be look’d upon as 
a very extraordinary Proceeding. 

Inanother Paragraph of the Patent, vour Majefty has 
covenanted and granted unto the faid William Wood, his 
Executors, Gc. ‘ That upon Performance of Covenants, 
‘on his and their Parts, he and they fhall peaceably and 
“quietly, have, hold, and enjoy, all the Powers, Au- 
€ thorities, Privileges, Licences, Profits, Advantages, and 


‘aij other Matters and Things thereby granted, without 


¢ any Let, Suit, Trouble, Moleftation, or Denial of your Ma- 
¢ jefty, your Heirs or Susceffors, or of or dy any of your or 
© their Officers or Minifters, or any Per/on or: Perfons, &c.” 
This being foexprefly granted and covenanted by your 
Majefty, and there appearing no Failure, Non-Perfor- 
mance, or Breach of Covenants, on the Part of the Pa- 
tentee; the Lords of the Committee cannot advife your 
Majefty to give Direétions to the Officers of the Revenue, 
not to receive or utter any of the faid Copper Half-pence 
or Farthings, as has been defir’d. 

Mr. Wood having been heard bv his Counfel, produc’d 
his feveral Witneffes, all the Papers and Precedents, 
which he thought material, having been read, and con- 
fider’d ; and having as he conceiv’d, fully vindicated 
both the Patent, and the Execution thereof, for his fur- 
ther Juftification, and to clear himfelf from the Impu- 
tation of attempting to make to himfelf any unreafonable 
Profit or Advantage, and.to enrich himfelf at the Ex- 
pence of the Kingdom of Ireland, by endeavouring to 
impofe upon them, and utter a greater Quantity of Cop- 
per Money, than the neceffary Occafions of the People 
fhall .require, and can eafily take off, deliver’d a Pro- 
pofal in Writing, fign’d by himfelf, which is hereunto 
annex’d, and Mr. Wood having by the faid Letters Pa- 
tent, ‘ covenanted, granted, and promifed, to and with your 
Majefiy, your Heirs and Succefors, that -he fhall and will 
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from Time to Time in the making the [aid Copper Farthings 
and Ha'f-pence in England, and in tranfporting the fame 
from Time to Time to Ireland, and in uttering, vending, dif- 
pofing, and difperfing the fame there, and in all his Doings 
and Accounts concerning the fame, fubmit himfelf to the ln- 
{pettion, Examination, Order, and Controle of your Majefty, 
and your Commiffioners of the Treafury, or High Trea/urer 
for the Time being 3 the Lords of the Committee are of 
Opinion, that your Majefty, upon this voluntary Offer, 
and Propofal of Mr, Wood, may give proper Orders and 
Direftions for the Execution aud due Performance of 
fuch Parts of the faid Propofal, as fhall be judg’d moft 
for the Intereft and Accommodation of your Subjetis of 
Ireland ; In the mean time it not appearing to their 
Lordthips, that Mr. 00d has done or committed any Act 
er Deed, that may tend to invalidate, or make void his 
Letters Patent, or to forfeit the Privileges and Advan- 
tages thereby granted to him by your Majeity ; It is but 
jutt and reafonable, that your Majeity fhould immediate- 
jy fend Orders to-your Commiffioners of the Revenue, 
and all other your Officers in Ireland, to revoke all Or- 
ders, DireStions, Significations, or Intimations whatfo- 
ever, that may have been given by them, or any of 
them, to hinder or obfiru& the receiving and uttering 
this Copper Money; and that the Half-pence and Far- 
things already coin’d by Mr. Wood, amounting to about 
17000/. and fuch farther Quantity as fhall make up the 
faid 17000/. te 40000 1. be fuffer’d and permitted without 
any Let, Suit, Trouble, Moleftation, or Denial of any of your 
Majefty’s Officers or Minifters whatfoever, to pafs, and be 
receiv'd as current Money, by fuch as shall be willing to re- 
ceive the fame. At the fame Time, it may be advifeable 
for your Majefty, to give the proper Orders, that Mr. 
Wood thall not coin, import into Ireland, utter or difpofe 
of any more Copper Half-pence and Farthings, than to 
the Amount of 40000 /. according to his own Propoful, 
without your Majetty’s Licence or Authority, to be had 
for that Purpofe; and if your Majetty fhall be pleas’d to 
order, that Mr. Kood’s Propofal deliver’d to the Lords of 
the Committee, fhall be tranfmitted to your Majetty’s 
Chief Governor, Deputies, or other your Minifters,or Off- 
cers in Ireland, it will give them a proper Opportunity 
toconfider, Whether, after the Reduétion of 360 Tons of 
Copper, being in Value 100,800 /. to 142 Tons, 17 Hun- 
dred, 16 Pound, being in Value 40,000 /. only, any thing 
can be done for the further Satisfaction of the People of 
Ireland. ' This 
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’ This Report having been latd before the King in Coun- 
cil, his Majefty was pleas’d thereupon to make the follow- 
ing Order:

Report from the Lords of the Committee of his Ma- 
jefly’s moft Honourable Privy Council, dated the 
24th of laft Month, relating to the Patent granted to Wil- 
liam Wood, Efq; for coining Half pence and Farthings for 
his Majefty’s Kingdom of Ireland, having been laid be- 
fore his Majefty in Council at Kenfington the 6th Inftant, 
his Majefty was pleas’d with the Advice of his Privy 
Council, to approve thereof, and to order the Lords Com- 
miffioners of his Treafury, to give proper Dire€tions, 
that the faid William Wood thould not coin, import into 
Freland, utter, vr difpofe of any more Copper Half-pence 
or Farthings, than to the Amount of 40,000/. according 
to his own Propofal, without his Majefty’s fpecial Li- 
cence or Authority to be had for that Purpofe. His Ma- 
jetty was alfo pleas’d to order, that one of his Principal 
Secretaries of State fhould fignify his Pleafure to the 
Lord Lieutenant, or Lords Juftices of his faid Kingdom 
of Ireland, immedixtely to order his Majefty’s Commif- 
fioners of the Revenue, and all other his Officers in Ire- 
land, that in Cafe they, or any of them, have given any 
Orders, Directions, Significations, or Intimations what- 
foever, to hinder or obftruSt the receiving and uttering 
this Copper Money, they do revoke the fame; and that 
the Half-pence and Farthingsalready coin’d by Mr. Wood, 
amounting to about 17000/. and fuch further Quantity 
as fhall make up the faid 17900/. to 40,0001. be fuffer’d 
and permitted, pufuant to the Terms of the Patent, with- 
out any Lett, Suit, Trouble, Moleftation, or Denial of 
any of his Majefty’s Officers and Minifters whatfoever, 
to pafs, and be receiv’d as current Money, by fuch as 
are willing to receive the fame. And his Majefty was 
further pleas’d to order, that one of his Principal Secre- 
taries of State fhould tranfmit a Copy of Mr. Wood’s Pro- 
pofal aforemention’d, to his Majefty’s Lord Lieutenant, or 
Lords Juftices of Ireland, that they might have an Op- 
portunity toconfider, Whether after the Reduftion of 
360 Tons of Copper, being in Value 100,800/. to 142 
Tons, 17 Hundred, 16 Pound Weight, being in Value 
40,000 J. only, any thing can be done for the further Sa- 

tisfa&tion of the People of Ireland. 
Whereupon one of his Majefty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State hath fignify’d his Majefty’s Pieafure to the Lord 
Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant of Ireland, and alfo tranfmitted to him a Go- 
py of Mr. Wood’s faid Propofal ; and the Lords Com- 
mifioners of his Majefty’s Treafury have given the pre- 
per DireStions purfuant to the faid Order. 
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HE. laft Regijter concluded with an Account of a 
| furprizing Revolution in Spain, gccafioned by the 
Abdication of Philip V. in Favour of his eldeft Son the 
Prince of Afturias, who afcended the Throne of Spain on 
the 16th of ‘fanuary laft, by the Name of Lewis I. but 
dy’d of the Small Pox at his Palace of Buen-Retiro, on the 
oth of Auguff, N.S. being juft enter’d into the 18th 
Year of his Age. 

Upon this King’s Death, the Council of Ca/ftille met 
feveral Times and agreed-to reprefent to King Pailip, 
That by the ftricteft Ties of Juftice and Confcience, he 
ftood obliged to refume the Crown and Government of 
the Kingdoms of Spain, as natural King and Proprietor of 
the Spanifb Monarchy, to prevent the Government from 
falling under a Regency, as it muft otherwife of Neceflity 
do, the Infante Don Ferdinand, who ought to fucceed as 
next Heir to his Brother the deceafed King, being fcarce 
eleven Years of Age. 

Upon thefe Reprefentations of the Council of Caffilie, 
which they laid before his Majeity by way of Peti- 
tion, that Prince order’d fix Divines to be confulted, 
who gave him their Advice, that he ought to take the 
Regency upon him during the Minority of the Infante 
Don Ferdinand : The Pope’s Nuncio alfo being admitted 
toan Audience of his Majeity, aflured him, the Pope 
would entirely approve of his refuming the Crown. 
Induced by thefe Reafons, King Pailip fign’d on the 6th 
of September, the following Declaration: 


HAVE ferioufly confidered every thing that the 

4. Council does reprefent to me in this Supplication, as 

wellasin the former, dated the 4th Inftant, as the Refult 
of their Confultations in the prefent Emergency. 

Altho’ I was firmly determined never to leave my Re- 

tirement, upon any awe" whatfoever, yet willing to 
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condefcend to the earneft Inftances made to me by the 
Gouncil in thefe two Supplications, to refume and take 
upon me the Charge of the Government of this Monar- 
chy, as natural Sovereign and Proprietor ; and yielding 
to their farther reprefenting to me, that Iam bound in Ju- 
Rice and Confcience to doit, I have refolved, out of the 
gteat Value and Efteem I have for the Advice of the Coun- 
cil, and in Confideration of the Zeal andconftant Affe&tion, 
which is foconfpicuous in the Members of it, to facrifice 
myfelf to the general Welfare of this Monarchy, and 
of the People my Subjetts; the more ftill, confider- 
ing the Obligation which the Council finds I am under, 
@s their natural Prince and Sovereign; referving how- 
ever to myfelf to leave the Government of this Mo: 
narchy to the Prince my eldeft Son, when he comes to 
due Age and Capacity ; provided always, there be net at 
that Time too great Inconveniences that may hinder it. 
T agree likewife to the calling, as foon as poffible, the 
Cortes, to recognize the Infante Don Ferdinand as Prince 
of Spain, and to make to him the accuitomed Oaths, as 
Prefumptive Heir of the Crown. 

Accordingly King Psi'ip was again proclaimed King 
of Spain, and the Cortes being affembled, recogniz’d the 
Infante Don Ferdinand for Prince of Spain. 





On Occafion of the Death of King Lewis, we will give 
our Readers a View of the prefent Royal Family of 
Spain, vin. 


PHILIP V. (who lately refign’d the Crown, and has 
now refum’d it) is the fecond Son of Lewis late Dauphin 
of France, and of Mary-Anne of Bavaria, was born De- 
cember 19, N. S. 1683, and before he was called to the 
Throne of Spain, was ftiled Duke of Anjou, 

His firft Wife was Mary-Loui/a-Gabriela, Daughter of 
Viftor-Amedeus, Duke of Savoy, now King of Sardinia, 
and of «dane Daughter of Philip Duke of Or’eans, by the 
Princefs Henrietta, Daughter to King Charles 1. of Enge 
land : She was bornSept. 17, 1688, marry’d Nev. 3, 17015 
and dy’d Feb. 14, 1714, leaving Iffue,
